President Palma and his Cabinet had 
a conference regarding decreeing a 
thirty-day amnesty period, during 
which the Insurrectionists would be In¬ 
vited to lay down their arms and re¬ 
turn to peaceful pursuits.

St. Petersburg. Aug 26.—Saturdays 
unsuccessful attempt on the life of Pre¬ 
mier Stolypin with it* sickening, use¬ 
less slaughter of thirty-two persons 
was followed to-night by another revo¬ 
lutionary outrage in which Gen. Min. 
commander of Semlnovsky guard regl“ 
ment. and who since hla promotion to 
be a General has bewn attached as a 
personal adjutant to the suit of the 
Emperor, was killed on the station plat¬ 
form at Petcrhof by a young woman, 
who flreil live shots Into Ills body from 
an automatic revolver and then without 
resistance submitted to arrest. The 
capture of the girl was effected by Gen. 
Min's wife, w-ho held her until the ar¬ 
rival of an officer. This was the t$lrd 
successive attempt on the life of Gen. 
Min, who was condemned to death by 
the Terrorists immediately after the 

Moscow revolt last December. 

• • • 

Greeted Wife and Daughter. 

Gen. Min was returning from his 
summer residence at Petcrhof and had 
just greeted his wife and a daughter on 
the platform when a young woman— 
almost a girl—approached from behind 
and fired two shots into his back and 
then three more into his body as It 
sunk to the ground. Further shots were 
prevented by Madame Min, who threw 
herself upon the murderess and seised 
the hand which held the pistol. The 
woman did not attempt to escape, but 
she cautioned Madame Min not to 
touch a handbag which she had placed 
on the platform before shooting the 
General, explaining It contained a 
bomb. 

To the police the girl acknowledged 
that she had done the deed, saying she 
had executed the .©menee of the fight¬ 
ing organisation of the social revolu¬ 
tionists, but refused to give her name. 

By a remarkable mischance Gen. Min 
only last week after the conclusion 
of the maneuvers at Krnanoyo-Selo dis¬ 
missed the bodyguard which had ac¬ 
companied him since the first attempt 
was made on his life, saying that the 
ordinary police of Peterhof would be 
sufficient to guard him. 

• • • 

Long Marked for Death. 

The death sentence had long hung 
over the head of Gen. Min, owing to 
the disfavor Into which he had fallen 
because of alleged harsh methods and 
cruelties. It was Gen. (then Colonel) 
Min who commanded the Semlnovsky 
regiment when the people were shut 
down near the Technological Institute 
In 8 t. Petersburg on October 31, and 
who. It is said, wanted to set the build¬ 
ings of the Institute on Are and roast 
the students Inside. Min was sent by 
the Emperor to suppress the disorders 
at Saratof after the assassination of 
Lieut. Gen. Siksroff, In December last, 
and when the trouble at that place was 
quelled w'ae dispatched to Moscow to 
assist In putting down the uprising 
there. 

On April 24 a member of the revolu¬ 
tionist fighting organisation, disguised 
as an officer, who had called at Min's 
residence several times and requested 
to see him. excited the suspicion fc>f 
the attaches of th? household and was 
arrested. It developed that he was a 
revolutionist and wws armed w ith a re¬ 
volver and dagger. 

On July 18 last it was reported that 
some of the soldiers of the Semlnovsky 
guard at Grasnoyo Selo had served no¬ 
tice on Gan. Min that they Intended to 
kill him at tho first opportunity, for 
forcing them to murder their fellow 
citizens In the Moscow revolt, and that 
Min, in fear of his life, had fled. 


plosion died during the night, bringing 
the total number of deaths up lo thirty- 
two. The Central Committee of th' 
Social Revolutionists has drawn up a 
proclamation which declares that un¬ 
less the Government forthwith alters Its 
policy, suoh acts as the attempt on the.

Private advices received here from 
Tlflis are to the effect that a plot on 
the life of Count Von Vonon t soft-Dash- 
koff.

T was sitting, with some twenty 
other visitors. Including several ladles, 
at a long table tn the waiting room, 
M. Stolypin then being engaged with 
M. PotlvanofT, president of the Sim¬ 
birsk Zemstvo deputation. After w*ait- 
ing for some time 1 changed my seat 
and Joined M. PrisalofT. chamberlain of 
the court, in a bay window' overlooking 
the avenue leading up to the house.

Havana, Aug. 2«.~The anxiety of 
President Pfvlma to extend every po*. 
aible opportunity for peace without 
bloodshed and his desire to permit ihose 
who joined the Insurrection under mis¬ 
guidance to repent and return to tholr 
homes unmolested, combined with the 
general wish to end a situation fraught 
with so much loss and suffering, has 
led to consideration by the President 
and his Cabinet of a project decreeing 
a thirty-day amnesty period, during 
which the Insurrectionists are Invited 
to lay down their arms and return to 
their peaceful pursuits. It was pro¬ 
posed to issue the decree to-morrow, 
but persons close to the President 
strongly oppose the measure and the 
matter was deferred and may be re¬ 
linquished. 

Col. Montalvo, now acting Secretary 
of the Interior, said to The Associated 
Press to-night that u£ present there 
w&s no Intention to issue an amnesty. 
FYmt Sterling, Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury. said the matter was not being 
seriously considered, and other friends 
of President Palma declared it w'ould be 
an unwise move. 

So far as actual conflict went, Sun¬ 
day proved to bo a day of inactivity, 
but preparations proceeded without 
abatement. A fund of $2,000,000 has beep 
set aside for defense and drafts on It

MAY SPEAK IN LOUISVILLE. 


Lexington. Ky.. Aug. 26.—fSpecial.]— 
It was learned to-day that Gov. Beck¬ 
ham and Senator McCreary have^ 
agreed up* . "'needs y at noon, in Lex- 
in guy >. os the time and place for their 
conference, at which they will arrange 
the details of the series of Joint de¬ 
bates between the two candidates fee 
the United States Senate. 

It was reported here that in the event 
the debate takes an acrimonious turn 
the Democratic State Committee may 
adopt a resolution similar to the one 
which suddenly put an end to the de¬ 
bate arranged between Senator Mc¬ 
Creary. Judge Cantrtll. David H. 
Smith and Charles K. Wheeler. three 
years ago. These gentlemen had their 
flriPt debate at Maysville. and U was so 
apparent that the candidates were in¬ 
juring tho Democratic party that a 
resolution was adopted advising them 
to hold no more debates, and no more 
were held. Th© committee, of course, 
had no power to call off the debate, but 
it advised such a course because tt con¬ 
sidered that the Interests of the party 
were paramount to the Interests of the 
candidates, who at the very start went 
after each other most bitterly. 

It is believed that one of the debates 
will be held In Louisville, as neither 
candidate has yet spoken there, and for 
the same reason U is thought that Gov. 
Beckham will not wish to return to 
Lexington, while Senator McCreary 
would not desire to select Winchester 
or Ml. Sterling for the central Ken¬ 
tucky meetings. Il is thought that one 
of the meetings will be held In the ex¬ 
treme western part of the State, an¬ 
other in southern Kentucky, one In 
Louisville, one In the Biuegmss, and 
probably another In the mountains. 

At least three or four will be held, 
unless so much bitterness is aroused as 
to exuse the State Committee to take 
some action tn the party's interest, as 
was done before. 


The fate- of the dispensary In South 
Carolina will be settled next Tuesday 
at the Democratic primary, at which 
nominees for State offices will be se¬ 
lected. Senator Tillman has fought for 
the dispensary. 

It Is predicted from Chicago that 
wheat will drop again to below seventy 
cents within a short time. Th« market 
during th# last week has not been 
steady, and the price has shown a ten¬ 
dency to sag.

DYNAMITE IN GRIP. 


FULL KIT OF BURGLAR'S TOOLS 
AND EXPLOSIVES. 




Sympathy Extended to Stolypin in a 
Telegram From the 
Emperor. 


St. Petersburg. Aug 26.—The daugh¬ 
ter of Premier Stolypin, who was tn- 
Jured by the bomb explosion In 
the Premier's summer home Saturday, 
and who was erroneously reported to 
have died, is still alive and passed a 
quiet night under the effects of an 
opiate. The Premier's son. who also 
was hurt. Is better to-day. 

The telegram sent by Emperor Nich¬ 
olas to M. Stolypin after the explosion 
was as follows: 

"I cannot find words to express my 
Indignation. 1 hop? with all my heart 
that the health of your son and daugh¬ 
ter win soon bo restored, and likewise 
that of the other persotts Injured ”

Terre Haute. Ind . Aug. 26.—[Spe¬ 
cial. ]—A suit case and a satchel, left by 
a man who registered as T. M. Jam¬ 
ison. at th© Boyer House in Kansas. 
III., was opened to-day and the check¬ 
room boys are In ^ nervous condition 
over the knowledge that in the post 
few weeks, vexed by the presence of 
the baggage, they had thrown It about 
In anger while it contained enough 
dynamite to raze th© hotel building 
Jamison said he was to go out of town 
for two days and would leave his bag 
gage. Finally the suit case and satchel 
were opened and found to contain a 
dozen pounds of dynamite, powder, 
fuses and cape, besides a complete set 
of burglar's tools. There was ahm 
costly clothing The laundry was 
marked "L, M. Travis." 


The situation is so increasingly se¬ 
rious that it Is tacitly admitted in all 
Government circles that the enlarge¬ 
ment of tho army will not stop at any 
given number, but will continue Indef¬ 
initely. 

While the number of men a<t 
present leaving their regular occupa¬ 
tions to enlist for war is small, employ¬ 
ers are beginning to find that they soon 
will be confronted with^a considerable 
scarcity of labor. Many laborers are 
gathering In front of the bulletin boards 
on which are displayed President 
Palma's call for volunteers. They dis- 
ctuw the attractiveness of a soldier’s 
life at such unusual Vay that many re¬ 
solved to enttsL 

It was observed to-day that many 
insurgent bands had taken to the 
brush. The growth of the Insurrection 
certainly seems to keep pace with the 
preparations for suffocating it. Next 
to the progress of the combatants, the 
moat interesting question to-day seem* 
to be bow to end the war without fight¬ 
ing. Around the discussion centers 
much of crimination and recrimination 
from both Liberals and Moderates, each 
side bringing accusations as to the re¬ 
sponsibility for the rebellion.

WOULD INCREASE PRICES. 


SENATOR TILLMAN HAS MADE 
FIGHT FOR IT. 


TO NOMINATE A GOVERNOR. 


Columbia, S. C.. Aug. 26.—Whether 
the liquor traffic In South Carolina 
shall continue under State control, or 
whother lit shoJI b© left to the counties 
to say what they want as between 
county dispensaries and prohibition, 
will be settled In the Democratic pri¬ 
mary to be held on Tuesday. The cam¬ 
paign was practically closed lost night. 

Although Senator Tillman has no op* 
position, he has taken an active part In 
the campaign In support of the State 
dispensary. He declined to take part 
In the regular canvasa, saying that he 
would not speak If hla time was lim¬ 
ited. 

Senator Tlilman is fighting for the 
institution on the greamd that It can 
be reformed and kept dean. The dis¬ 
pensary has grown from a $50,000 bus¬ 
iness to more than $3,000,000 a year. 

The rare for Attorney Genera! over¬ 
shadows that of Governor, being due 
to the fact that Senator Tillman urged 
the people to defeat J. Fraser Lyon, 
who has been the leading spirit In the 
dispensary Investigation and I* a can¬ 
didate for Attorney General. Senator 
Tillman is supporting J. W. Ragsdale, 
while Attorney General Leroy F. Tea¬ 
mans seeks re-election on W* U*ng rec¬ 
ord. 

There are ©ight candluttes for Gov¬ 
ernor, as follows: 

Martin F. Ansel!, local option; Joel 
E. Brunson and A. C. Jones, prohibi¬ 
tionists; W. A. Edwards, anti-corpora¬ 
tion; Richard 1. Manning. Lieut. Gov. 
T. Sloan. John J. McMahan and Cole 
L. Bleuse. 

In the Third Congressional district 
Congressman Aiken is opposed by So¬ 
licitor Julius E. Hogg*, white In the 
Fifth Dr. T. J. Strait is opposing Con¬ 
gressman Finley.

“IN SPItFoF HELL” 


Peoria, III,, Aug. 26.— [Special]-The 
Standard Oil Company has taken steps 
toward acquiring ownership of all the 
principal distilling plants In the United 
States. This announcement was made 
In distilling circles her© to-day. and 
comes as a surprise to those who were 
unaware that a conference hud been 
ticld In Chicago between representa¬ 
tives of the distilling Interests and the 
Standard Oil Company for the purpose 
of trying to agree on terms. 

A price has been set on every* dis¬ 
tillery in Peoria, trust and Independent 
houses, and the present Indications uro 
that tho deal will be effected and all 
plants puss Into the hands of the Stand¬ 
ard OH Company within ten days. 

For months the deal has been on, but 
it was not until last Friday that lh° 
distillers placed a price on their plants 
in a conference held in Chicago. This 
conference was attended by distillers 
from Peoria, Cincinnati, Terre l&utc, 
Louisville and other distilling points- 
They met th© Standard Oil representa¬ 
tives and made a price on their plants. 

It Is said unofficially that their prices 
were considered too high by the Stand¬ 
ard Oil men. and that they threatened 
if suitable terms could not be reached 
to build distilling houses of tholr own 
and drive the distillers out of business. 

The chief reason for this activity on 
th© part of the Standard Is the dena¬ 
tured alcohol bill recently adopted by 
Congress. The Rockefeller interests en¬ 
gaged expert chemists, and after ex¬ 
perimenting they have reported that 
th# product cannot b# manufactured 
cheap enough to make It a serious com¬ 
petitor to gasoline, but that it could be 
used in the manufacture of mercerized 
cotton and other fabrics* and that it 
would b# an extremely valuable product 
to control. 


WHITES WILL HOLD DOMINA¬ 
TION IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 


Says Senator Tillman in Address on 
the Race Problem. 


On on# phase of the controversy the 
Liberal* seem so united os to suggest 
an understanding among them for tak¬ 
ing advantage of th© present situation 
to press upon th# Government that It 
ought In some manner to treat wit& 
them or admit them to a conference of 
some sort. While no Liberals are tn 
arms against tho Government, they ad¬ 
mit countenancing the Insurrection, 
though they always deny knowledge 
of any conspiracy. Interviews, state¬ 
ments and hints given out by the Lib¬ 
erals all point to the probability that 
the matter might be settled on thebiolp 
of th© admission of leaders of their 
party to the councils of the Govern¬ 
ment. and some guarantee that In th© 
future elections will be conducted with 
absolute fairness. 

The insurrectionists in the field, who, 
of course, are far more radical in their 
demands and who are Important factors 
In this discussion, do not thhik of ac¬ 
cepting less than the complete annul¬ 
ment of the last elections. 

All the Liberals would Insist, under 
any qircarstunces. upon a general am¬ 
nesty for all rebels. The Government 
at this stag# does not think of con¬ 
sidering any of these tentatively-sug¬ 
gested proposals. The fact is that the 
paluce authorities w’ere to-day in a 
most hopefpi mood. No advances from 
the Liberals have been made, however, 
that are at all likely to be considered 
before the Government suffers some se¬ 
rious reverses, nnd probably not even 
then. 

• • • 

American Intervention. 

All discussion of this sort lends In¬ 
evitably to the subject of American in¬ 
tervention. If the conflict should lost 
for a long time, intervention la consid¬ 
ered to loom ns a tolerably certain 
eventuality, if the Government subdue* 
the insurrection and <ha*tl«e*. wounds 
or kills members of the Liberal f aJty, 
the feeling of rancor is en **! n con- 


Anderson. Ind., Aug. 26.—fSpecial.] 
—At Chesterfield camp of th© Indiana 
Spiritualists' Association this after¬ 
noon Senator Tillman spoke on "The 
Race Problem." He said he felt rather 
embarrassed in speaking on Sunday, 
but he added: "I make no pretension 
tow'ard religion, and acknowledge I am 
a sinner.'* 

After expressing his well-known 
opinion of negroes, he said the question 
resolves in Southern States Into "how 
these people can exercise the right to 
vote und not destroy civilisation of 
those States. 

"South Carolina does it." he said, "by 
whites out-voting the blacks, although 
the negroes are largely in the majority. 
In Indiana." he said, "there are enough 
negro voters to make a Republican ma¬ 
jority." Of several Ideas he had con¬ 
sidered for negroes he thought most of 
domination by the whites. At that mo¬ 
ment a roln storm scattered the au¬ 
dience of nearly 5 .

Local Men, However, Heard Nothing 
of Conference in Chicago. 

Many reports to the effect that the 
Standard OH Company was maneuver¬ 
ing for the control of the output of de¬ 
natured alcohol have been current In 
Louisville for several weeks and even 
since the distilling interests of the 
country organized it has been reported 
that the Standard OH Company con¬ 
trolled the stock of the Distillers' Se¬ 
curity Company or at least was be¬ 
hind that holding company. Those 
whisky men and distillers who were 
seen last night were not disposed to 
credit the story of the Chicago confer¬ 
ence, although some of them expressed 
their belief in th© general import of 
the story. Even If It be true It Is the 
local view* of the matter that Kentucky 
will be th© beneficiary, since Ken¬ 
tucky's chief distilling Interests are In 
th© distilling of whisky. 

"That Is about what I have thought 
all along," said one w f ell-posted w’hlsky 
man when informed of the dispatch 
from Peoria. "I believe that. Instead of 
aiming to acquire plants, th© Standard 
Oil Company Is looking rather for th© 
controlling Interest In the companies. 
I don't believe any Louisville distillers 
went to nny such a meeting or w'ere 
represented at nny such a meeting. 

"If the Standard OH Company Is 
buying up the high wine distilleries, os 
Is reported. It certainly will boom Ken¬ 
tucky whisky. The price already has 
gone up because of some doubt as to 
how the new pure food law will be 
construed In Its provisions relating to 
rectified and blended whiskey. If that 
has boomed Kentucky whisky It is 
certain that the diverting of the large 
part of th© composition of that class of 
liquor will have a greater effect." 

D. Mesohendorf, one of the largest 
distillers of high wines In this district, 
doesn't take much stock in the report 
from Peoria. 

"I don't believe a word of tt." he said 
last night. "1 don't think there Is any 
truth In It. I didn't attend any such 
meeting. I don't know anybody who 
did. I haven't been approached by the 
Standard Oil Company to sell my plant 
to it. In the first place denatured al¬ 
cohol cannot be made cheaply enough 
out of grain alcohol. Most of th«* out¬ 
put of that article will com© from the 
waeto from the Southern molasses fac¬ 
tories. The whisky trust now* Is build¬ 
ing a large distillery In the East for 
th© purple of making denatured alco¬ 
hol from waste molasses. 1 haven't 
given any serious consideration to the 
manufacture of denatured alcohol." 

It l* generally believed that the 
Standard Oil Company Is Interented In 
denatured alcohol. It Is remember# 1 
that when the bill first was Introduced 
It was fought tooth and nail by the 
Standard oil Company, and It also Is 
remembered that that company sud¬ 
denly withdrew* Us opposition. 

Some we^N ago It wa* said that the 
Standard oil Company would control 
the output -of denatured alcohol 
through Its control of wood alcohol, 
which Is a largo factor In the denatur¬ 
ing uf grain alcohol. It was shown.

McKIbbin 
Is alleged to have said that,he believed 
he was acting In accordance with In¬ 
structions In opening his place of busi¬ 
ness having received Instructions to 
that effect Saturday. 

No other orders had been received by 
him, and when he opened his saloon 
he believed that he was doing the same 
thing that a hundred or more other sa¬ 
loon proprietors were doing. McKIbbin 
and Harding later were released on 
bond.

"My contention was that, under ex¬ 
ist lr<g law which 1 helped having en¬ 
acted. having been a member of the 
subcommittee that framed It. especial¬ 
ly If amended as It should be, every 
serious wrong of every kind practiced 
by the railroads can be remedied and 
that all evil practices rcan be broken 
up. as nearly as any law w ill enable 
us to break them up. 

“Everything I said In that respect 
has been already fully Justified and 
vindicated by the many successes the 
Attorney General hits met with In nu¬ 
merous prosecutions he has Instituted 
during the last nine months, until 
which time—long after the debate com¬ 
menced—no one seemed to realize, not 
even the Government's own officials— 
the excellence of the laws we already 
hod. 

Existing laws have been found, ac- 
ording to the Judgments rendered ln 
these proceedings, to apply to every 
kind of rebate or discrimination be¬ 
tween Individuals or local!ttys, no mai¬ 
ler under what name, form or guise 
practiced that anybody has yet com¬ 
plained nl»ut. 

When somebody finds some evil 
practice that existing Uw* do not for¬ 
bid and provide an expeditious remedy 
against and heavy punishment for, I 
•may change my inlnd as to the cor¬ 
rectness of my action as to whether It 

was wise or not, but not until then.

Troublesome Questions. 


'•This Is a great subject, full of trou¬ 
blesome questions both of law. and of 
policy that cannot be properly discuss¬ 
ed In an interview. Excepting the rata 
bill, I supported the President as to 
every other measure he urged upon 
(Nmgrces. except only on Joint State¬ 
hood for Arizona and New Mexico. 1 
opposed that except on condition that 
they should be allowed to determine by 
voto in each Territory whether they 
wanted Joint Statehood, i think the 
great majority of the people were-op¬ 
posed to the Idea erf the President forc¬ 
ing Statehood upon these Territories 
against protest. 

“But however this may be as to my- 
scir. I shall not mako any request of 
the convention nor any complaint as 
to Its action, whatever that may be; 
but I cannot forbear suggesting in this 
connection that If the convention 
should try to conform to the rule pre¬ 
scribed by Mr. Burton of indorsing 
•less cordially’ than the Prod dent tho«e 
who may have differed from the Presi¬ 
dent os to some matter—no matter how 
honestly, it would do harm to some 
problems to solve." 


ldenf* policy of Inert rising the navy? 
Is not the navy, so to speak, the apple 
of the President's eye—the biggest of 
his big sticks—and are not the people 
with the President as to hla naval pol¬ 
icy by an overwhelming majority? 

"Take another case. The President 
and Secretary Taft made known io 
Congress at the last session that unless 
we restricted them to America they 
would go abroad to purchase supplies 
and materials to be used In the con¬ 
struction of the Panama canal when 
they could buy them cheaper abroad, 
thus saving money on the purchase, 
and as they were to be used In Pan¬ 
ama and not brought Into the United 
States, saving the tanff duty besides. 

“I think I may safely say that with a 
great majority of the American people 
this proposition was not popuiar. Cer¬ 
tainly to the Republicans generally it 
seomed Inconsistent with all we have 
been contending for with respect to a 
protective tariff. 

"Tho idea of constructing the most 
majestic work ln progress In all the 
world, the greatest ever undertaken by 
any nation, a pqrely American enter¬ 
prise, to be built by Americans and paid 
for by American money, and going 
abroad to buy materials and supplies, 
thus giving patronage to foreign manu¬ 
facturers and giving employment to 
foreign labor. Instead of buying In 
America, from Americana, and giving 
ail those advantages to our own people, 
seemed co unpatriotic and indefensible 
ttfat Congress adopted a resolution pro¬ 
hibiting It except in cases, if there 
should be any such, where the Presl 
dent might deem It necessary to do w 
to escape extortion.

Burton Against IL 

"In the Senate, the resolution re¬ 
ceived the suppurt of every Republican 
In the House, It wus supported by the 
vote of every Ohio Republican except 
Mr. Burton. He voted no. 

“1 do not mention this to criticise 
him, for he hod not only a perfect 
right but It was hla duty so to vote 
if that wus his Judgment. No self-re¬ 
specting man would consent to hold 
seat in Congress if he could not so 
vote; but 1 mention It to show* that If 
we Indorse the party and what Con¬ 
gress has done, os we must—and then 
apply his rule, he will have to be In¬ 
dorsed ‘less cordlnlly' than his party. 

“And so I might go on indefinitely 
asking and answering many other aim 
liar questions, but I forbear until the 
convention, when If I have opportunity 
I will be glnd to go fully Into the aub< 
Ject, for the benefit of all who may 
be sufficiently concerned to listen. If 
there'are any such."

Preaches Last Sermon at Mc- 
Ferran Memorial Church. 


Praises City Officials For 
Sunday Closing. 


TAKES UP NEW LIFE WORK. 


After six and one-half years as pas¬ 
tor of the McForran Memorial Baptist 
church, the Rev, Dr. W. W. Hamilton 
bade formal forewell to his congroga- 
tlon yesterday afternoon. The last of¬ 
ficial act of Dr. Hamilton was the bap¬ 
tism of six young people who joined 
the church under his ministry, and who 
wished to twelve the sacrament at his 
hands. The church was crowded with 
the congregation, and other friends of 
Dr. Hamilton, who had gathered to 
hear his farewell address. Many wait¬ 
ed to speak to him after the service, 
but in accordance with his wish that 
there be no denonstration, only his close 
friends remained. 

"Only let your manner of conversa¬ 
tion be as becometh the gospel of 
Christ; that whether I come and see 
you. or else be absent. I may h* ar of

your affairs; that ye stand fast In one 
spirit, with one mind striving together 
for the faith of the gospel.’* In theno 
words Dr. Hamilton expressed the spirit 
of his farewoll to his people. He spoke 
to them of the love he holds for them, 
and urged them to follow closely the 
teachings of the gospel. He told them 
of the encouragement that they und 
other Christian peopln should feol In 
the great development of public find 
private morals. 

In strong terms Dr. Hamilton urged 
his hearers to keep up the struggle for 
the enforcement of the Sunday-closing 
laws. He spoke of the Sunday theaters, 
and said that the outlook might uppear 
at first glance to be a little gloomy, 
but that It Is the truth that the con¬ 
ditions obtaining at present are more 
encouraging thAn otherwise. He said 
that a few months ago he had feared 
the Sunday-closing lawi would not be 
enforced for years, but at the time 
vrhen his doubt wu* the darkest, suc- 
•eess had crowned the efforts of those 
engaged in the struggle. 

• • • 

Commends City Officials. 

Dr. Hamilton spoke at length in com¬ 
mendation of the city administration, 
and praised the efforts of the officer* 
entrusted with the enforcement of the 
Iaws. He said that he believed every 
effort was being made to enforce the 
laws in Louisville, and m his opinion, 
the officers of the law should have the 
aid and countenance of every Christian 
citizen. He especially exhorted the 
members of the McFerran Memorial 
church to be hopeful, and confident of 
the good which Can. and will be ac¬ 
complished. 

"Be true to yourselves, to your homes 
and to your city,” was the keynote of 
the sermon. * 

Dr. Hamilton closed his address with 
the assurance that if his hearers Itve 
up to their Christian duties, the reward 
for such right living will be commen¬ 
surate with the sacrifice and struggle 
entailed. He closed with St. Paul's 
message of assurance to the Phllllp- 
plans: 

"Being confident of this very thing, 
that he w hich hath begun a very good 
work in you will perform It until the 
day of Jesus Christ." 

Dr. Hamilton's sermon yesterday 
morning was similar in tone to his 
farewell address, and was practically 
& part of it. He devoted his time to 
a discussion of the power of God in the 
human heurt, drawing n lesson In faith 
and loyalty from It.

Headquarters in Atlanta. 

Dr. Hamilton will leave to-day for 
Bristol. Va.. his birthplace, where he 
will be with his family for a few days. 
Then he will go to Atlanta, where he 
will make his headquarters in the fu¬ 
ture. He will be evangelistic secretary 
of the Baptist Church, and will have 
charge of all evangelistic work in a 
territory which will extend from Mary¬ 
land to Texas, and from Missouri to 
Cuba The acceptance of this appoint¬ 
ment marks the realization of « wish 
that has been a part of Dr. Hamilton’s 
life since he entered the ministry He 
has devoted a gr ex* deal of time and 
much study to the subject, and always 
has looked forward to the time when 
ho would be enabled to take it up os a 

^fn'tlme plans and Ideas thought out 
by Dr. Hamilton will be put In ex«ou- 
tfem. and In parts of the country par¬ 
ticularly where the Baptist Church Is 
not etnmgly represented, ho and hts as¬ 
sistants will do pioneer work. Dr 
Hamilton will be called upon. In the 
course of his work, to hold many evan¬ 
gelistic inferences, and other evan¬ 
gelists will 0«il upon him for advice 
and aealstance In the work of H»nther- 
|ng the interests of the Baptist Church. 

For several years prior to his enter¬ 
ing the ministry. Dr. Hamilton was 
engaged in newspaper work. He smiled 
When he said yesterday afternoon: 

•Tm a newspaper man of long stand¬ 
ing. I made my first money selling 
them. I then become a correspond¬ 
ent. and finally wound up my newspa¬ 
per experience a* an editorial writer 
cyi the Brbrtol. Va.. News.” 

After leaving newspaper work Dr. 
Hamilton entered the Southern Baptist 
Theological Semins ry In Louisville, 
and was gruduatted from that arhool In 
BH He was pastor, for ah'»rt period?, 
of several churches In Vlrglnta and 
West Virginia, having come to l»u‘s- 
Ytlte nearly seven years ago.

IN SUNDAY-SCHOOL 


WORK MARKS DAWN OF NEW 
ERA. 


‘GIVE THE CHILD SOMETHING 
TO DO.” 


DR. PINSONS DISCOURSE. 


’if the 12.000.000 Sunday-school pupils 
in America should lay hold of the work 
of reileTand evangelism which now lies 
at their doors. America would shortly 
become a new country and a new peo¬ 
ple." said the Rev. Dr. W. W. Pinson. 
In his morning address yesterday at the 
Broadway Methodist church. The sub¬ 
ject of Dr. Pinson’s discourse was: 
"The Sunday-school of the Future.” 

• Let the Sunday-school become lees 
of a theological seminary and more of 
a drill ground.” said Mr. Pinson, and 
his sermon was preached from the 
viewpoint of the Sunday-school as the 
fountainhead from which should log¬ 
ically spring the best work done by 
any church. 

"There is going on,'* said Dr. Pinson, 
"a steady evolution in the methods of 
Sunday-schools. Progressive systems 
of organisation and grading Jiave taken 
the place of older methods, more or 
less haphazard. The new system of 
enrolling Infants yet In their swaddling 
clothes, home study classes of Infants 
too young to Intrust to a teacher, and 
the enrollment of adults Is bound to 
work a great change for the better In 
Sundav-schoo! work. 

“Evangelism as a duty Impressed on 
the infant mind." said Dr. Pinson, "is 
bound to hove a far-reaching effect. 
The beholder could not fall to notice the 
Christian activity In the Sunday-wchool 
of the present, though the work In Its 
modern form la still almost in Its In¬ 
fancy. Give the child something to 
do." 

Then he showed that children neither 
know nor care for the abstract, but 
must have something tangible In the 
way of truth before the child-interest 
can be won or held. 

"Let the Sunday-school have compe¬ 
tent leaders and become more of u 
working body, and It will become a hive 
of Uristlan activities," declared Dr. Pin¬ 
son. “The Sunday-school, when It has 
been organised on a thoroughly mod¬ 
ern basis, will not be merely a seed- 
sowing body, but will have its rightful 
share In the reaping of Christian re- 
hulls. Each will have work fitted jo his 
lige and capacity, and such work will 
be done, not merely as a matter of 
sentiment or Intellect, but as a matter 
of will. The duties Impressed upon the 
childish mind will become a part of the 
life as much a* will secular pursuits In 
after years. 

”A great weakness of the church to¬ 
day is that much power runs to waste. 
Impulses are created to die. Truth 
fulls on stony soil. Tears exhaust noble 
emotion. Convictions of duty perish for 
luck of direction and nourishment. The 
Ideal is that every religious Impression 
should have some definite and imme¬ 
diate opportunity to bear fruit.” 

In connection with his sermon on the 
subtext. Dr. Pinson yesterday afternoon 
mentioned the International Sunday- 
school Convention, which will be held In 
Louisville In 1908. This meeting of the 
representatives of all the Sunday- 
schools In North America will be the 
biggest event of the kind except the 
World's Sunday-school Conference, to 
be held in Rome next May. Men of 
the highest attalnpients In the arts and 
professions will be here to discuss the 
mission of the Sunday-school. It will 
be a gathering of the most Influential 
Protestant organization In the world, 
according to Dr. Pinson. 

WIND TOO HIGH. 


WILD GIVES EXCUSE FOR FAIL¬ 
URE OF AIRSHIP FLIGHT. 


Aerial Voyage Is Scheduled for To¬ 
day if Weather Conditions 
Permit. 


The "Engle." Horace Wild’s airship, 
failed to make its promised flight yes¬ 
terday from Fontaine Ferry Park. 
Many persons In Louisville and vicinity, 
last evening expressed disappointment. 
Most of them had busied themselves 
all day looking for the aerial craft. 
Wild says he will try to-day—provided 
the weather Is all right. The weather 
was responsible for his failure yester¬ 
day. 

"There was an hour or two during the 
morning that conditions were all right," 
said Wild last night. "Unfortunately, 
however. I was not ready, although on 
Saturday night I thought surely 1 
would be ready by daybreak. But there 
are always unexpected circumstances. 
We did not get the balloon filled as 
rapidly as we expected, and I had 
trouble with the motor during the 
morning. Before noon a breexe sprang 
up, and It steadily kept growing strong¬ 
er. By the middle of the afternoon the 
air on the surface of the ground was 
moving at a rapid clip, and Indicated 
a breeze of at least fifteen miles an 
hour a few hundred feet from the t*urth. 
If the wind dies down during the night, 
1 shall make a trip to-morrow morn¬ 
ing. Everything Is in readiness, und I 
shall make the ilight the very minute 
that weather conditions will permit.” 

Wild and his assistants had filled the 
balloon with hydrogen gas Saturday 
night and early yesterday morning. It 
required about fifteen hours to Inflate 
the monster bag. The airship rests in 
a tent between the park proper and 
the river, und the groat cigar-shaped 
balloon is now kept filled, reudy far 
the ascension. 

Thousands visited the park yesterday 
afternoon, expecting the “Eagle” to 
make the flight. It soon became evi¬ 
dent to the observers that the strong 
breeze would be against an ascension, 
and when Wild finally made a formal 
announcement about 5 o’clock of the 
postponement of his trip no surprise 
was expressed. 1

DR. ALLEN APPROVES PLAN. 


i wanted—T o ouy kinds 


Alexander Hoagiand. father of the 
Curfew law, after devoting much time 
to u consideration of the number of 
dearths due to typhoid fever and tuber¬ 
culosis each year, and the germ life 
that causes them, has evolved a plan 
which. If thought practicable by the 
authorities, he believe* would greatly 
reduce the death rate. 

Mr. HoagUtnd's plan Is to furnish 
filtered and boiled water free to the 
public. His plan Is simple, ami calls 
for several small plants for the filtra¬ 
tion and boiling of water, to he estab* 
Ished In the crowded centers. The ex¬ 
pense Involved would be trifling, com¬ 
pared to the good done, in the opinion 
of Mr. Hoagiand. 

Asked about his plan. Mr. Hoagiand 
said yesterday: 

“The question of the existence In 
Louisville and the constant Increase In 
tuberculosis ajid typhoid fever has 
been discuss* d pro and con for a num¬ 
ber of years, especially the kat two or 
three, and various remedies have been 
suggested for some method that wouii 
reduce these diseases. 

“Doctors ore very generally agreed 
that It Is the result of certain germs 
usually contained In the drinking 
WBter; others that It originates from 
stagnant pools of water adjacent to 
the homes of those a filleted with the 
disease. 

“During the spring and summer of 
this year there has been an Increase in 
typhoid and other diseases . attributed 
largely to the drlnkmg water contain¬ 
ing germs that render the treatment of 
typhoid very difficult. In this respect 
l would like to make a suggestion that 
would, I think, materially lessen the 
existence of tuberculosis and typhoid. 

"It l« that the city of Louisville es¬ 
tablish points whore wiater for domes¬ 
tic purposes and table us*;* can be IhmI- 
cd and filtered. At first, of course, this 
may seem like an unheard-of proposi¬ 
tion. and one that will be attended 
with enormous expense. This idea, 
however, can hardly maintain. In view' 
of the fact that It Is made possible for 
the city. In killing the germs of the 
diseases referred to. to protect thou¬ 
sands from a malady where death 
stares them In the face.

”1 would suggest that plants for boil¬ 
ing water can be established one in 
each of the wards of the city and de¬ 
livered by some conveyance to each 
family In quantities of from one to two 
gallons. This, of course, applies to the 
use of the water for drinking and cook¬ 
ing purposes alone. 

"Two-thirds of the inhabitants are 
able to supply their own hot water and 
this does not apply to them. It Is a 
well-known fact that during the winter 
the city furnishes temporarily the poor¬ 
er classes of Us Inhabitants with thou¬ 
sands of dollars’ worth of coal at the 
city's expense. 

"The hot water In the case referred to 
will not only prove a disinfectant and 
prevent to Rome extent the spread of 
the disease, but will not add more to 
the city's expense than the giving away 
of coal for temporary' purposes. 

’’The hospitals of our city where lit¬ 
tle attention is paid to the value of 
hot water In protecting the lives of In¬ 
valids or patients In their charge 
should be required by municipal law 
to use no water either among the sick 
or the nurses unless previously dis¬ 
infected by boiling 

"This plan may come In for a lot of 
uncalled for criticism, but if It hap¬ 
pen* that the method suggested I* 
found to be a certain remedy for the 
protection Of th* homes of all classes 
of the community, from the Mayor of 
the city down to the most humble In¬ 
habitant. then each one will exclaim 
that the means Justifies the end." 

Dr. M. K. Allen was asked last night 
whether such a plan would be beneficial 
or feasible. 

"Both," he replied. "The filtration 
would be unnecessary If the city filter 
were In operation, but the boiling 
would be almost an absolute preventive 
of typhoid. In fact, boiling destroys 
every disease agency In water. Filtra¬ 
tion does a great deal of good, but boil¬ 
ing Is absolute." 

Dr Allen was asked whether In his 
opinion the expense of such a plant 
would be out of proportion to the 
good done. 

"If one life should be saved, no mat¬ 
ter what expense had been Involved," 
said Dr. Allen, "the Investment would 
hove proved a good one. to my mind."

Saturday Evening. Aug. £».—The up¬ 
ward trend of the New York market 
which arris given fresh Impetus by the 
dividend declarations of the Harrfmun

Denaturcd Alcohol. 

On his return from Europe Mr. John 
W. Yerkes, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, is somewhat less enthusiastic 
as to denatured alcohol than was ex 
peeled. He has been quoted as saying 
that the Importance of the whole sub¬ 
ject has been exaggerated. As the law 
depends for Its efficiency largely upon 
the regulations which Mr. Yerkes Is to 
make, this opinion is rather diaoour 
aging. 

Mr. Yerkes found that denatured al 
cohol has not supplanted gasoline in 
England, France or Germany. “1 did 
not see an automobile In England or 
France run by denatured alcohcfl." he 
said, "but it is used to some extent 
for power purposes in Germany. 
Housewives also use It for heating cof¬ 
fee. tea aud water for the table, but 
he did^iol find that It was a serious 
conuKAltor with gasoline, and the cost 
of production may favor the latter. 
Not more than two midlion gallons are 
used in England for all purposes. 

In England and France this sort of 
alcohol is made mainly from grain. In 
Germany, however, potatoes supply 70 
per cent, of the material. In Ger 
many tho potatoes are graded. One 
grade is for the table, another for live 
stock, and a third for alcohol. The 
production of potatoes in •Germany is 
very large, and the Government offers 
special Inducements for tho use of po¬ 
tatoes for the manufacture of fuel. 

To this rather pessimistic view there 
are some qualifications. Mr. Yerkes 
Is confident that tho people of this 
country wifi solve the problem of ap¬ 
plying alcohol to new uses. Undoubt¬ 
edly the inventive genius of Americans 
bus heretofore been greatly restricted 
by the greut cost of ulcohoU which 
discouraged experiments to apply It to 
new uses. Of Itself this was a suf¬ 
ficient reason for the passage of on 
act which would permit experiments 
in this direction without being every¬ 
where met with the Impossibility of 
overcoming the question of cosL At 
all events, those who desire to use 
denatured alcohol are not met by a 
tnx of over $2 a gallon on such alco« 
hoi ns they choose to use in compe¬ 
tition with gasoline or other prod¬ 
ucts. 

From the beginning It was recog¬ 
nized that tho prospect for denatured 
alcohol rested largely in administration. 
We collect on alcoholic beverages and 
on alcohol itself, when used for drink¬ 
ing or In medicine, a tax many times 
the cost of production. To protect the 
revenue It Is necessary* to take minute 
precautions to prevent the alcohol on 
which no tax Is paid from being used as 
beverage or for any other purpose 
than that contemplated by the law. 
Hence Mr. Yerkes Is right In saying 
that the law goes not aim to be epe 
elite, but leaves much to be supplied 
by administration. But it Is of the ut 
most Importance that It be administer 
ed in a manner to carry out os fully as 
possible the object^ for which It was 
intended. We have no reason to sup¬ 
pose that Mr. Yerkes does not Intend 
to do this, but the measures which he 
adopts for that purpose are of the ut¬ 
most importance. That he will ade¬ 
quately prot-ct the revenue we have no 
reason to doubt. It Is also hoped that 
no regulations not necessary for that 
purpose will be established which will 
limit the popular use of this source 
of heat, light and power. If that be 
not done inventive genius may well be 
relied on to multiply the uses of the 
agent thus relieved from taxation. If 
further legislation shall be found neces¬ 
sary, It will be attempted, but it may 
meet, as did the original bill, the fierce 
opposition of the makers of rival prod¬ 
ucts. 

If denatured alcohol cannot, os hitl- 
mated, compete successfully In price 
with the products of petroleum It Is ob¬ 
vious that the opposition to the bill 
was as much at * a on this question as 
were the advocates of denatured alco¬ 
hol. There Is not the slightest reason 
to deny that the bill was bitterly 
fought for the reason that it would 
bring Into the field a dangerous com¬ 
petitor with the products of petroleum. 

If tho latter^ compete with It success¬ 
fully It will perhaps bring at any rate 
a reduction of the price, and thus give 
a cheaper source of light and power. 

There Is another hopeful suggestion 
In what the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue Is reported to have said. When 
asked If he believed that tho farmers 
would eventually engage in tho manu¬ 
facture of fuel, he said ho expected to 
seo tho llmo when the farmers would 
enguge In It. "They are doing It In Ger¬ 
many. and are doing It successfully," ho 
said. He added that It Is not true that 
there is anything in the law* which will 
put the business of making the new 
fuel in the hands of a few large dis¬ 
tilleries. 

It Is given out that the regulations 
for denaturing alcohol will probably be 
completed by the first of October, or 
three months before the act goes Into 
effect. This will give time for the mak¬ 
ing of preparations to produce the tax- 
freo product on as large a scale us the 


probable demand will Justify. It will 
also allow opportunities to correct such 
regulations os may prove unworkable, 
should there be any such promulgated 
Great Interest Is felt In the subject, 
and the regulations under which al 
cohol can be freed from tsx are of cap 
Hal Importance, and will be awaited 
with the utmost Interest. As to what 
the denaturing materials will be. no 
suggestion Is given, and we can only 
infer them from the practice of other 
countries where denatured alcohol has 
been In use.

The President’s Spelling Reform. 

Our great and noble President gives 
his admirers fresh cause for glorying 
in his versatility by Issuing his ukase 
that hereafter the Public Printer anJ 
stenographers and letter-writers In the 
Executive office shall employ the "aim 
piffled" system of spelling. Some 
Presidents before him have bem stupid 
enough to pay attention officially only 
to those subjects pertaining to the ad 
ministration of the country'* laws, but 
he is not so narrow. The laws omit 
great many things, but a versatile 
President can rise superior to these d© 
feo<*. They say nothing about the 
people's language, but Mr. Roosevelt 
equal to the emergency, comes forward 
and Issues the decree. HJs range, his 
during, his Initiative, his originality, 
hi* Independence, his genius for supply 
ing beautiful laws which the legislators 
and Constitution-makers in their crass 
dullness neglected to prepare are won 
derful. 

Next to the discovery of a way 
keep babies from crying In the middle 
of the night, the thing most sorely 
needed for the improvement of the 
public health Is a change In the spell 
ing of English words. Of course, there 
are 150 . 000.000 or so of cranks who use 
the existing method of spelling, and 
who will protest against the ohange. 
but these fellows are so near-sighted 
that they would even protest if any 
gentleman went through their pocket- 
books without Asking their permission 
What they may do or say, therefore, 
need not be given the slightest atten 
tion. They may Insist that the old way 
Is good enough for them; that It has 
some uniformity about ft; that the pro¬ 
posed style Is Just as hard for the 
young pupil to learn as the existing, 
and. therefore, the young student, 
while he is about it. might Just as well 
learn the present and thereby keep In 
touch with the millions who use It and 
the masters of English who used It In 
the past; the croakers may add that 
they do hot wish to unlearn what they 
know to gratify the exploiters of the 
new system. Did anyone ever hear of 
such absurd arguments? The dolts 
who say such things are the kind to 
refuse to ride In an airship to Europe, 
on the ground that It wouldn't be safe. 

The “simplified" system of spelling 
boa all the best of the argument. First 
of all. R is difficult. That makes It 
worth while. It Is unnecessary. That 
entitles it to popularity. It Is Incom 
prehenslWe. That ought to make It 
Interesting for young ladles’ debating 
societies. It looks strange to the eye. 
That ought to recommend it to im¬ 
pressionist painter* It Is freakish 
That wins at once the fa^r of all cir¬ 


cus promoters. And we could go on In¬ 
definitely. pointing oirt Its virtues and 
attractions. % 

We hope the President will amend h's 
decree by providing either for a long 
prison term or three slapa with a straw 
In quick succession for the man. wom¬ 
an or child who falls to use the "slm 
pUfled" spelling. That insignificant 
bunch of cranks we alluded to must be 
made to obey, something which ought 
to be easy enough, there being only 
1 JVC,000.000 or more of them. 

And we trust the President will car¬ 
ry his language reform still further 
The German language needs treatment 
badly. The "der." "die" and "das" al¬ 
ways were confusing. They about! 
bo straightened out. And French, 
too. might be Improved. We nev¬ 
er did like the way French 
ts spoken through the nose, nor 
the way It runs a final consonant Into 
the Initial vowel of the succeeding 
word. These things ought to be stopped, 
and T. R. Is the man to stop 'em. 

Probably If the President thought a 
momeivt, or even a shorter period, he'd 
see a great many other Shortcomings 
In our own English speech, for that 
matter. If he ihought Just a little more 
It might dawn upon him that the whole 
tongue ought to be annihilated and an¬ 
other substituted His course would bj 
simple under the circumstances. A 
scratch of his pen and Instimly Amer¬ 
icans and oil others wont to use En¬ 
glish would forego It and turn to lhe 
language he ordered. For language is 
not a result of evolution or usage or 
popular selection. It Is purely a mat¬ 
ter of arbitrary presidential action. 


Naturalization. 

The new law as to naturalization will 
take effect on the 27th of September. 

Petit Iona for naturalization will, un¬ 
der tho new law. have to be fil’d thirty 
days before they are acted on, and It 
will require ninety days to bike out 
naturalization paper* from the date of 
tho petition until September 27 Allens 
may bo naturalized under the former 
law. 

One of the most Important provisions 
of the new law relates to tho court* 
in which naiturallration may bo allow¬ 
ed. It Is not confined to Fedora! 
courts, but only thoao But© nr Ter- 
Vltorial courts will have Jurisdiction 
that have a seal and a clerk and whose 
Jurisdiction at law, or In equity, or luw 
and equity, are unlimited. This elim¬ 
inates a great many Rate courts which 
hat's heretofore busied themselves with 
making now citizens, especially Just be¬ 
fore an election. Clerks of the courts 
having Jurisdiction will, on application, 
be furnished with the necessary blank 
forms. This is expected to produce a

Bell Has New Airship. 


Prof. Alexander Graham Bell, of tel¬ 
ephone fame. h 3 * Just completed an 
airship which he hopes will solve the 
problems of this sort of navigation. 
The motor Is the thing In his Inven¬ 
tion. Prof. Bell believes that tire cause 
of failure of the Hying machine In ths 
past wos that the motor operating it 
nas too heavy. He has accordingly 
made his motor very light. The new 
machine Is triangular In shape. It Is 
composed of a numoer of kites all urn* 
blncd to form the lifting power of the 
machine. He never l>elleved much In 
the balloon hs an aerial navigator, and 
devoted his entire attention to kite 
structure*. The box klU* flying machine* 
wore voted defective for two reasons: 
first, because they are braced In a hori¬ 
zontal and vertical section so that crosa 
supports have to be Introduced In the 
frame, thereby Increasing the weight 
and not adding to the firing power; sec¬ 
ond. because In this type, the weight 
Increases with the cube as rapidly as 
does tho lifting power with th«» square, 
so that the llrhter the kite, fhe less it 
will lift In proportion. The experiment 
with the new machine will be mude at 
the country home of Prof. Bell.

He w'Oa 
promptly arrested In spite of tho as¬ 
surance of the detective This angered 
him, and as a result he told Jerome the 
entire story. Things then grew so hot 
for the detective thaf the Southerner 
received bl* money back In a cigar box. 
Many believe that the drunken brawl 
In which Boyle was sh*d was a prear¬ 
ranged affair, and the entire case was 
one of deliberate murder. It certainly 
Is a fact that many witnesses against 
the New York police have died violent 
deaths.

STRIPES NO LONGER BRAND 

CONVICTS IN REFORMATORY 

New Uniform Adopted. With Buttons Indicating Standing 
of Men In Prison Life 


The days of stripes at the Indiana 
Reformatory at Jeffersonville are ond- 
ed. and none of more than 1,100 In¬ 
mates now make* his appearance In 
gaudy attire. A blue gray cloth Is now 
used entirely, nnd the two first grades 
are distinguished by buttons, the first 
b«»lng gold eob*red and the second of a 
sliver hue. Third-grade men arc placed 
In the solitary until It 1* thought they 
have been sufficiently punished to be 
advanced to the second grade. The 
discipline Is fo near perfect thnt there 
are few men at any time In the third 
grade 

In the days of the old Indiana State 
Prison South the men wore badly-made 
garments of alternate black and white 
stripes, more than an Inch In width, 
and when they managed to escape they 
could be recognised for n long distance. 
When the prison was converted into a 
reformatory, and A. T. Hert became su-

NTO a teanipful of cold water atlr four 
ounce* of the best gum arable, and set 
aside for two hours, stirring occasionally.

I JOE GANS MAKES 
f MORE OBJECTIONS. ±

A S Labor day grows nearer It la be¬ 
coming more and more certain 
that one Battling Nelson has the 
fight of hfs life on hie hands 
when he tackles that murdering negro, 
Joe Gana. For from all accounts lime far 
at hand Joe Gans te going to be In tho 
shape of hie life when September 3 rolle 
around and le going to be etrong ae a 
Hon at the weight. If that provee the 
case—ami there la little reason to doubt 
It now-Gana will be almost a murderer, 
aaye n prominent Western pugilistic 
critic. 

When Gans Je right he le the greateet 
fighter In the world, A shifty, clever, 
ape<*dy, cool, two-handed fighter, he le 
more to be feared than any other man 
of hie Inches In the world. 

And if Battling Nelson escape* without 
being knocked out In that finish fight he 
will probably consider himself the luck¬ 
iest fellow that ever camo out of Den¬ 
mark. Reports from the Nevada training 
camp have been persistent to the effect 
that Guns was well within the weight 
gone and in fact had already reached the 
proper notch. This means that Manager 
Billy Nolan was mightily fooled when he 
made hie match, for I know for a cer¬ 
tainty that Nolan believed that It would 
take Joe’s life to make 133 pounds. Indeed 
he expressed himself as believing that 
Gans could lick any man of Ills weight 
In the world—at that time believing mat 
Gans* weight was around 13ft pounds. 

Now, if it holds true for Gans at 13ft It 
certainly will hold true for Gans at 133 
pounds made easily. So, on his own ad¬ 
mission. Nolan gives the Inkspot a grand 
chance to beat his protege. And the fact 
that Gans has been Installed a hot fav¬ 
orite for the bout seems to indicate that 
the majority of people think that he can 
heat Nelson. Meantime they are both go¬ 
ing along training hard and the boosters 
of the snow are not overlooking a single 
opportunity to Increase the Interest in Urn 
bout. 

• a a 

So far as Interest Is concerned this bout 
has surpassed all others for many years. 
In the first place It la the first finish light 
for the lightweight championship since 
Billy Myers was knocked out by Jock 
McAullffo at New Orleans In the same 
ring and on the night before John L. 
Sullivan fell before Jim Corbett. Of 
course the recent Brltt-Nelson pflHt was 
practically a finish affair, as It was a 
moral certainty that It would nut go the 
ochoduled forty-live rounds, but then 
there wus not a dear title to the light¬ 
weight championship Involved, 

Battling Nelaon has since that time 
styled himself the lightweight champion, 
but lie tuul no tight to do * 0 . for Gana 
has never been beaten for that title and 
uunftcquvntly a victory over Britt, who 
lost to Guns, would not give it to Nelson. 
But in this contest the winner will 1* the 
undisputed champion and as such will be 
recognised the world over. And tho knowl¬ 
edge that there is mighty little chance of 
a fiasco or fraincup and that the contest 
will be bitterly fought gives the funs a 
lot of food for discussion. 

The relative mem* of the two men ure 
being onnurfied Out find the argurnrn'tS 
wax warm. Every day something comeg 
out of Gold field which givt-s u new train 
of thought. Now Guns is doing some¬ 
thing wonderful and the next day Nelson 
.*urpu*»«ee this feat. But all are agreed 
that the men a.ne> getting into superb 
shape and that Gan* will be a Hon at the 
wfeight. That Is the most Important 
thing, and If true gives the Nelson fol¬ 
lowers something diH.igreea.ble to ponder 
over. 

• • • 

But there Is one point upon which 1 
am convinced. That Is. that If BalUthg 
Nelson 1* beaten he will be so badly 
beaten that he will go all to pieces and 
will tie easy picking for the strung light, 
weights thereafter. In every battle that 
ho has < ngaged In he has been given a 
hard licking tiefi)re winning and haa been 
pounded amund the head so much '.hut 
it will only take one or maybe two to 
set him off and put him on the same 
path tluxt Kid Carter and Kid Abel look. 

Now, a fig filer can take these boatings 
for u while and bear up under them, 
but sob nor or later <T»at stage will be 
reached which 1* known as the "fightera' 
dance." When they got that the least 
little clip on the Jaw sets their head In 
a whirl and theJr knees give ou* under 
them. Then anybody can lick them, and 
It la time for them to quit before their 
health Is shattered beyond repair. 

NeLnon has been said to have an iron 
Jaw, but there is no Jaw so strongly 
«\a**t that It can withstand the continual 
pounding that Nelson has been taking. 
Df course 1 do not mean u> »ay that Nel- 
iwn tuu» already reached the stage, but 
he Is close to It, nnd If his light with 
Gans Is long drawn out uud he Is given 
the beating that the negro la a muster 
ut handing out he will be on th* brink. 

This fellow Guns Is a tw.»-handcd fight¬ 
er and can hit n fearful wallop with eith¬ 
er hand. Ho employs those spiteful digs 
that .travel only a few Inches, but they 
carry an Immense amount of power be¬ 
hind them. Every man wi*o inis ever 
met him In an honest Unit has felt them, 
and while they Are not crushing, they 
c.irry numbnee* to tmiln nnd body, and 
If continued reduor his opponent to a 
state of drunken weakness. Now. Nel* 
ton luis never been a hard man to hit, 
and Gans will prooahly pepper hint mer¬ 
rily. Of course the Dane may take It 
for a while and fintiHy reach a vulner¬ 
able spot «»n hts opponent, but if h® 
goe* the way of Mike ("Twin") SClIlvan, 
for Inxutnee, he will find that his day Is 
over. 

When they started U> beat Young Cor- 
bott h«* went fast and everybody beat 
him. When George Gardner started go¬ 
ing back he went with n frightful rap¬ 
idity. The same applies to many other*. 
It is the law of nature nnd cannot tic 
denied. Now this feHow Gnns Is a won¬ 
der at fighting these rusher* He Is th® 
boat Judge of distance In the game to¬ 
day. and wiicn the boring kind come at 
him ho Invariably beats his man to the 
punch. 

Nelson knows only one way to fight— 
bore and punch. U>r* and punch again. 
This gives Gtins an opponent to his lik¬ 
ing and It will uvk© a great fight on Nel- 
son's part to beat him. leaving aside 
all B4 ntlmem and col >r prejudice, it would 
lie a fine thing fur the game If Nclsun 
should win on his niorUs. for the mgru 
has br**n a crook In hi* day, and even 
If straight now, docs not carry the con¬ 
fidence of the nubile. But 1< will take 
more than public sentiment 10 wtn for 
Nelson, for I think he has the Joh «*f hi* 
| life on his bonds to dow*ti this fighting 
Inkspot.

THE FUTURITY. 

T HE B«ratoga racing season 
closes this week, and the 
Faistem thoroughbred con¬ 
tests will be rone wed on 
the New York City tracks next 
Raiurdnv. September 1. with tho 
annual running of the Futurity at 
Sheepshead Bay. This Is the rich¬ 
est of nil American Stakes, with 
n purse of more than $50,000. It 
will probably attract one of the 
largest fields In the history of the 
event. The winner will be pro¬ 
nounced tho champion of th® year 
In the two-year-old division. 
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S EVERAL thousand persons jour¬ 
neyed to Douglas Tank yesterday 
to Inspect Louisville’s new rac¬ 
ing plant, and tho®e who were 
nt the park late In the afternoon got a 
drenching. But this did not prevent them 
from leaving the place with a fine Im¬ 
pression of the Western Jockey Club 
course and with the expectation that they 
would witness some fine racing when the 
sport surts next Monday. 

The track was crowded with horses 
early In the morning, but little work was 
attempted, owing to the heavy condition 
of the course. Col. Jim Douglas and 
other turf stars were out. and they were 
given a light gallop, and aJI went about 
their business as though they fancied the 
track and seemed anxious to be given a 
chance to sport colors. It Is quite prob¬ 
able that Col. Jim Douglas will be a 
starter In the Douglas Park Handicap, 
the feature event of the opening day. un¬ 
less he Is too heavily weighted. 

M. Nathanaon. who will be one of the 
associate Judge* and the racing secretary, 
arrived early In the morning from Chi¬ 
cago. He had but few suggestion! to 
offer.

*T>oc" Street, W. E. Walsh and Mose 
Goldbtatt got In from lAtonla with their 
strings, and spent almost the entire day 
at the course. Street had bod luck at 
the Mllldale course, but expects to do 
better at the coming meeting. Walsh 
has a number of promising two -year-olds, 
while Goldblatt haa Lady Henrietta. 

Dalngcrfield and other star 
performers, which will be frequent start¬ 
ers during the meeting. 

Manager Hochmelster received a tele¬ 
gram from T. P. Hayes, the Nashville 
turfman, requesting stable room. Hayes 
is now at Sara toga, but will ship Blnon- 
do. Braden. lArone. Funlculaire and 
other good ones here for the meeting 
He wired that he would ship twenty 
horses. Dale Austin, the colored rider, 
will also lie along, but will not be able 
to ride until the latter pert of the meet¬ 
ing. as he sustained a fracture of the 
arm at Saratoga the other day. 

"Doc" Rowell, the well-known Eastern 
turfman, has also put in an application 
for stable room. He had Intended going 
to Windsor, but nt the last moment con¬ 
cluded to ship to Douglas Park. The 
star of his string Is Corrigan, which was 
a good horse out in Caltforrla this win¬ 
ter nnd has been showing well out East 
lately.

James Buchanan Brady said to-day he 
was not sorry he had failed In hl» at¬ 
tempt to acquire the gelding Salvldere. 
winner of the Saratoga Special and one 
of the cleverest two- year- olds In the 
current season, soy* a special from Sara¬ 
toga. 

"I believe," Mr. Brady explained, "that 
8alvldere would be a cheap horse at 
$25,000. but I could not think of giving 
what was asked for him. We have a 
better youngster in Fountalnhlue. and 
Fountnlnbtuo wlM not dodge a regular 
melting with the Hitchcock gelding.” 

Fountalnhlue and the other horses of 
the Brady string, including Accountant, 
will leave for New York to-morrow night. 
Accountant’s next engagement Is in the 
Twin City Handicap, one mile and one- 
quarter. at Sheepshead Bay. and It Is 
very likely he will fill It. Mr Brady to-

HAVE LOST PROUD TITUL 


I NOTE an article going the rounds of 
the pres* lamenting the decadence 
of the English fighter. That turn la 
worthy of all the attention tt Is re¬ 
ceiving. for we all know-that la. we who 
have followed the sport for years—that 
England was "the crodle of pugUUro,** 
says Otto Flo to. 

,To think that a country that gave ao 
ir.any grand masters with the padded 
mltta to the world should now openly 
confess that they cannot boost of a single 
champion In any of the classes from the 
bantams to the heavies, certainly demon¬ 
strates the decadence of the Briton s 
physical development and shows that the 
athletes of that country aro on th** to¬ 
boggan. 

England has a world of fellows follow¬ 
ing pugilism, but In the whole lot It can¬ 
not send forth a single one In any class, 
us I aay. that can cope with the boys 
of Yan keels nd who now bold all cham¬ 
pionships of every class. It's again the 
progressive American to the fore. 

King Edward’s land will have to rest 
on the laurels received by the men sho 
produced In the post. There seems to be 
no hope for her future. They have lost 
ambition and heart, and their purses are 
so small over there that the rising young 
fighter can’t make both ends meet by fol¬ 
lowing pugilism as a livelihood. 

England gave us Tom 8ayres. He 
probably was the moet renowned fighter 
that the tight little Isle ever presented 
to the world, and he was a fighter, every 
Inch of him. It was Sayres who said: 

"A man at 165 pounds Is big enough U> 
bmt any man In the world.” 

This wus before Tom fought Hennan. 
He must have been thoroughly convinced 
in that battle that a good big man could 
defeat a good little man any Lme they 
clashed. We over here, of course, shout¬ 
ed ourselves hoarse at the showing Hen- 
nan mode, and there Is no doubt that ho 
was prevented from winning by the ac¬ 
tions of the "Birmingham toughs" that 
were there in the interest of Sayres. But 
Just the same little Tom was giving 
away some forty pounds in weight and, 
taking ail things Into consideration, his 
performance even on tliat day was a 
wonderful one. 

Jem Mace was another world beater 
given to us by England. Mace, or The 
Gipsy, os he was called, was without 
doubt the cleverest man with his fists 
that lived In his time, and In all his bat¬ 
tles all over the world he demonstrated 
this fact of superiority. 

The modern fight follower Is, however, 
more famHInr with the pugilists that fol¬ 
lowed Sayres-Mace, Allen. Goss and that 
bunch. The lost bunch of really greut 
fighter* that England gave to the world 
wore Charlie Mitchell. Jack Burke. Jem 
Carney. Spider Weir. Jem Smith and Jem 
Burge They were all first-claa* men In 
their re sp e c tive classes. We Afterward 
had Owen Moran. Jeb White and fighters 
of that caliber, but they never were real¬ 
ly groat. 

Mitchell and Burke, however, were a 
couple of "darbies." They came to this 
country about the same time. In 188$. 
and, outside of John L. Sullivan, they 
met all our best men and gave us a trim¬ 
ming. Both fought Sullivan, and he 
failed to knock either of them out 
The fight between Mitchell and Sulli¬ 
van took place at the old Madison Square 
Garden. And It was in this bout that 
Mitchell knocked Sullivan down. Then 
John came back like a bull, and rushed 
Mitchell through the rope* It was gt 
thl* point of the contest that Inspector 
Williams Jumped through the ropes end 
stopped the bout, although Mitchell had 
not been nurt In the slightest degree. 
We must remember that Mitchell we^h- 
ed only 148 pound* thAt night, while Su - 
It van weighed over 200. Not so bod. is 
It? 

Burke fought Sullivan at the old West 
Side Driving Park In UhJcngo. and It was 
as fast a five-round bout a a Sullivan 
ever had. When he entered the ring he 
had two big boll* on his neck, and In 
the very first round Burke plastered »h# 
big fellow so hard h« broke both of those 
boll*. This made him the roaring lion 
he was when angry, and he start 'd at 
Burke like a madenel bull, knocking him 
Into the corner. Jim Moron, who waa In 
Burke’s corner, called "time." Sullivan 
walked back to hi* corner, when Arthur 
Chambers, who was secondltig him. dis¬ 
covered the round had Just a mlnuto 
longer to go. By the time Sullivan again 
got out of his chair the round was over. 
Thl* trick of Moran’s came In the right 
time for Burke, who was In an ugly cor¬ 
ner After that Burke held hi* own. nnd 
lasted the five roun la. 

Of the little fellows. Ike Weir wa* the 
best, but he wo* eccentric, and he M>cre<l 
hi* good performance* i>y some fo>l trick 
Immediately after the battle. Carney 
wa* the best lightweight England ever 
produced, and hi* greatest battle was 
with Jack McAullffe at Revere Beach, 
near Boston, that task'd all night, and 
was then declared off by Frank Steven¬ 
son. the referee- 

Burge wa# another good lightweight, 
hut not In Carney's class. He Is at pres¬ 
ent doing a "ten-year Jolt" In England 
for some racing trouble he got Into. Jem 
Maco. England’s last heAVywj-.gnt cham¬ 
pion of any account, was* never leelly a 
greet man His best performance was 
his long-drown-out bout with Jake Kil- 
raln But when Peter Jackson went 
over there and trimmed him In a couple 
of rounds he never amounted to any¬ 
thing after that 

For n time Ted PritchArd loomed up as 
a midlewelght possibility, but he was 
soon put up on the shelf by the fighters 
who went over from here and Australia. 
So that It can be almost positively stated 
that, since the days of Mitchell and 
Burke England lm* not turned out a 
single first-class man In the heavyweight 
division, and In no other class, for that 
matter She certAlnly has lost her proud 
title of "The Cradle of Pugilism."

‘Threw may bo wounded person* In 
there.* The Premier's face was bespat¬ 
tered with Ink, thrown there by the 
fore© of the explosion." 

M. Slolypdn la greatly grieved at the 
death of the old hall porter, who had 
served the Ministry of the Interior for 
forty years, under sixteen minister*. 

During the evening Madam© Stolypln 
wont to St. Petersburg aboard a small

Well Supplied With Funds. 


It appears that the assassin* were 
well supplied with funds. They paid 
1135 in advance for the rooms they en¬ 
gaged. Before leaving theso apart¬ 
ments they disguised themselves and 
mado the house porter drunk. 

The extraordinary* power of the ex¬ 
plosion may be Judged by the fact that 
houses oil the opposite side of tho river 
Neva were shaJiefi and window* 
broken. One of tho most painful fea¬ 
tures of the trfagedy was the delay In 
securing medical aid for the Injured, us 
over an hour elapsed before an ambu¬ 
lance arrived. 

M. Stolypln's one thought was for hi* 
daughter, and he kept exclaiming "For 
God's sake fetch a doctor, oh, my poor 
girt'* 

It was fully half an hour before a 
beginning was made systematically to 
tlear the wreckage, during which the 
Injured suffered agonies. At dusk 
torches were lighted and the walls were 
shored up with strong beams. 

Many trees In the avenue were blown 
down by the force of the explosion, and 
the aspect of the house and grounds 
was one of complete desolation. Part* 
of human bodies were thrown a great 
distance. An officer chanced to knock 
against a small tree and a bloody dust- 
covered hand that had lodged among 
the branches fell at his feet. 

Inquiry at the Calmyer HospltuI to¬ 
day elicited the statement that Premier 
Stolypln's daughter was still alive, but 
that her condition was critical, and It 
was feared that gangrene would set In. 
Sho is under the care of the famous 
surgeon. Dr. PavlofL M. Stolypln has 
received touching telegrams of sympa¬ 
thy from the Grand Dukes, Grand 
Duchesses, former Premier WKte and 
other personage*. 


NEWSPAPERS DEPLORE 

BOMB OUTRAGE. 


Paris Editors Believe That It Will 
Be a Setback to 
Reform. 


Paris, Aug. 26.—Most of tho newspa¬ 
pers to-day deplore and criticise In the 
severest terms the bomb outrage at the 
residence of the Russian Premier, M. 
Stolypln. last Saturday, and agree thut 
It will act as a setback to the cause of 
reform. The Socialist organs, however, 
seek to pAlllate the ofTense by contend¬ 
ing that the Government had exas¬ 
perated the revolutionists by constant 
bad faith, trickery and brutal acts. 

The Temps in an editorial says; 

"The universal reprobation which 
these political crimes arouse* Is In¬ 
creased by the fact that Premier Stoly¬ 
pln cannot be called either an uncom¬ 
promising reactionary or a bloodthirsty 
bureaucrat. We always considered that 
It was with remarkable good faith that 
he devoted himself to what he believed 
was for the good of Russia, though he 
may have been mistaken in the means 
he chose, it 1 * to be feared that a 
military dictatorship pure and simple 
will follow 8tolyp4n's timid liberalism, 
but if that statesman wishes a fine les¬ 
son from the misfortune which has be¬ 
fallen him, let him w*ork It out as quick¬ 
ly os a system of constitutional legal¬ 
ity, thus replying by a noble gesture to 
the odious act of which he is the victim, 
und spare the country further of these 
reprehensible deeds and useless cruel¬ 
ties." _ 

BOMB THROWER 

FROM REJA2EN. 


London, Aug. 27.—Dispatches from 
St. Petersburg to Uie newspapers this 
morning supply some further details 
concerning th© attempt on the life of 
the Russian Premier. M. Stolypln. It 
is stated that the man who threw or 
dropped the bomb was named MorosofT, 
and that he was a native of Byaaaa 
province. Among the killed were nearly 
all the police In the house. Including 
four women detectives. Several per¬ 
sons were warned beforehand that an 
attempt on the llfo of the Premier 
would be made. Mine. Davldoff, wife 
of tho court chamberlain, who was 
killed, says that her husband received 
a postcard Friday saying: "Do not go 
to where you Intend going." Another 
official received a similar warning. He 
feigned Illness, and thus ©senpod. 

Some of the accounts suggest that 
the explosion was premature and that 
therefore the escape of the Premier was 
due to the fact that the assassin* were 
partly* Intoxicated. 

All the newspapers comment upon 
th© apparent indifference of the Rus¬ 
sian public now with regard to sucl/ 
outrages, saying that this is either be¬ 
cause their frequency defenders cal¬ 
lousness or because of sympathy with 
the revolutionists. 

An Interesting story Is told of M. 
Stolypln. When he was Governor of 
Saratov the super! ntendent of tx>tlce 
there was being attacked by a mob 
far carrying out orders that nrou*«-d 
their resentment- Stolypln, seeing 


what wax happening, rushed between 
the superintendent and the angry 
crowd, exclaiming: "If you want to 
kill the responsible official. It is I. 
The superintendent is but doing his 
duty executing my orders, lie had no 
choice but to cvirry them out. It was 
I alone who issued thorn, and here 1 
am." The crowd, surprised at SPcoly- 
pin's courage, aliently slunk nwuy. 

The DuJIy Telegraph’s St. Peters¬ 
burg correspondent, commenting on 
th© outrage, says: 

"No (Killileal reform* can heal the 
prevent Aioml gangrene which is eat¬ 
ing away the soul of the nation. Po¬ 
litical motive* play hardly any part 
In the epidemic of loathsome crimes. 
The Ideas of right and wrong are 
wholly perverted. Bestiality and hu- 
inunJty are now struggling for the up¬ 
per hanJ. und the chances are on the 
side of bvatiallty. If the t'onstltuUon- 
ul Democrats were In power to-vnorTou 
the epidemic of crime would continue, 
for the struggle ]* not between this 
party or that, but between rascaldom 
and men of law and order."

COMMONER WILL THEN BEGIN

WARM WELCOME FOR HIM. 


New York, Aug. 26.—The homecom¬ 
ing of William J. Bryan, after a tour 
around the world, promisee to Inaugu¬ 
rate the opening of the Commoner's 
third campaign for the presidency. 

Mr. Bryan is a passenger on board 
tho North German Lloyd steamer 
Prinxess Irene, which Is expected to 
reach New York next Wednesday or 
Thursday. Tho popular reception Jo the 
Nebraskan will be held at Madison 
Square Garden on Thursday evening, 
under the auspice* of the <'ommen-in!

BEAT BARTENDER. 


THREE MEN USE KNUCKS AND 
CHAIR ON ED ZIMMERMAN. 


Assailants Escape Leaving Wounded 
Man in Serious Condition on 
the Floor. 


Edward Zimmerman, who Is em¬ 
ployed by JoHeph Faust as a bartender 
at his saloon at Fourth and L streets, 
was assaulted by three unknown men 
shortly before midnight Sat unlay night, 
and was severely Injured. The three 
assailants escaped. 

Zimmerman was serving drink* to 
seven or eight men who were standing 
before the bar. when the three men 
who were slightly under the Influence 
of liquor entered. They began to act 
in a boisterous manner, and when he 
remonstrated with them they showed 
fight.

He was revived and taken to the offl e 
of Dr. Peter S. Ganx. at U*42 Sixth 
street, where his Injuries were dressed. 
It was found that his head had been 
badly rut open by the chair, and six 
stitches were required to close the 
wound. His face waa also badly 
bruised, and he suffered injuries over 
his entire body.

In Prices For Southern Pig 
Iron. 


RUNAWAY MARKET WITH RE¬ 
ACTION FEARED. 


PRACTICALLY NO SPOT IRON TO 
BE HAD. 


YARDS COMPLETELY CLEARED 


Birmingham, Ala.. Aug. 26.— (Special.) 
—With pig iron selling on a basis of 
116 per ton for No. 2 founder, the 
Southern market I* threatened with a 
runaway" condition. The rapid rise 
in prices and th© apparent inability of 
iho furnace* of the country to satiate 
the trade even In a degree nav-> amaxed 
Iron producers, and they nn wonder¬ 
ing whero it will all end. They dreud 
the thought of a runuwhv market be¬ 
cause. they say, the reaction from such 
a condition would b© very bad in ah 
probability. Practically no ijpot Iron la 
to bo had. The yurds nr© a* clean us 
If th^y had l*«n 8v.ept wtih a new 
broom, so to npeak. The tj.Ter qf a 
premium for certain high grades of iron 
for immediate delivery l* without effect 
for the furnace* have simply *oM out, 
many of them having disposed of their 
entire pinduct well Into tho first quar¬ 
ter of 1907. 

The Birmingham furnace 'otnparles 
are making no effort to bull the market 
further. They would prefer that It 
would not udvane© »o rapidly. They 
take a conservative view of tiio situa¬ 
tion nnd hope that buyer* will not "go 
crazy" and thereby do much hatm. 
HoweVer, It is expected ;hut th© market 
will not halt until 420 far Nr*. 2 foundry 
Iron has been reached This figure Is 
expected In the near futur\ and the ex¬ 
pectation is not unr*ufonabfa ss pri ©* 
have gone from $13..*t0 per ton since 
the early part of July to 110 at thl* 
ft I me. 

Production is gradually grow ing larg¬ 
er. One by one the Idle furnaces which 
have been undergoing repairs are be¬ 
ing blown in. und tho output of the 
district l* increasing. By October it 
will be fully normal, so it Is exj*ected. 
and the last quarter of the year Is 
expetied to witness the largest produc¬ 
tion In any quarter in the history of 
this district. However, this will not 
relievo the foundry Iron situation aa 
much as might b* supposed for the 
reuson that very much of the mu to* will 
be basic lr».n to be used In steol pro¬ 
duction right here in Alabama. The 
Tennessee fool. Iron and Roll mud 
Company hoto put several furnaces on 
oiisic iron and others’ in th© district 
are to make that grade. This empha¬ 
sizes tho develop far nt of steel manu¬ 
facture In this Stutr. and as the Ten- 
- - ftepubth i are building .t 

large new steel plant near Knsley it 
would #com to be Important that these 
companies have more Iron furnaces to 
supply their iVgulnr trade as well i.s 
furnish their *t©H mills with basic 
Iron. It l* understood that It will be 
the policy of the John W. Gates’ inter¬ 
ests, now In control, to build uddltloaal 
furnaces us rapidly us the trade de¬ 
mands th©fa. 

The steel trad© continue* very lively 
with tho mill* at Gadsden and Kmd©y. 
running day and night. Both are 
crowded with orders ami have sold well 
ahead. Kspeelally is this true of the 
Eusley rail mill which is sold a year 
lu advance. The foundries and pipe 
plant* are still rushed with orders. 
Cast Iron pip© shipment* ore very 
heavy from Besaevner und North Birm¬ 
ingham. Th© coal Industry l* very 
healthy, and the calling off of the strlk© 
of union miners at the mines of the 
four big furnace companies this we«*k 
1 ms strengthened the coal situation 
very much and greatly Improved lat*or 
conditions especially around Knsley and 
Pratt City, ft Is expected that many 
of the strikers who went away to get 
work elsewhere will return to their old 
place*. In fact, this movement ha* ul- 
ready begun.

Besults from oil developments In the 
Kentucky-Tonnessee fields for, a week 
past are hardly up to the averagt*. No 
strikes of largo caliber were made in 
any of the districts and production In 
ihe field os a whale show* a slight full¬ 
ing off from the figures of th© preceding 
three weeks. Following the excellent 
record of lo*t week in Wayne county, 
thiil field this week shows but four 
completions, all of the smaller claw*, 
and Wolfe county work resulted in but 
three completion* of the producing va¬ 
riety. The big gushers which were en¬ 
countered In Wayne county lust week 
have been highly encouraging, and thr 
benefit* resulting from tho 100-barrel 
completions in that ©aunty will not be 
off-set by the light showing for th© past 
week. 

Tho recent reduction in ©rudo oil 
prices did not affect the Kentucky- 
Tennosao© product, which I* now quot¬ 
ed com men billy with South Lima and 
Indiana oil. Formerly, th© Ohio and 
Indiana product commanded two cents 
more than the Kentucky-Tennessee 
grad©, but the two-cenl cut placed them 
on the sum© basis tn the crude oil mar¬ 
ket. Tho better grade oil In thl* field 
continue* to sell for eigtity-Mven cents, 
which leaves a satisfactory profit to th© 
operator working undef favorable con¬ 
ditions. Th« Interior oil now sells for 
sixty cents. Little effort Is being made 
toward developing the inferior oil. 
which Is only found in upper Kentucky. 
In th© shallow sand dlstrfcts of Bath 
and Kowan counties. 

in the field* of lower Kentucky the 
six divisions comprising the Wayne 
county field are now centers of ac¬ 
tivity. Renewed efforts are under way 
in tho old Sunnybmok field, tho find 
to b© developed In lower Kent neky. H«- 
cently a 150-Uirrel gusher was drilled. 
Other holes are now being started and 
that division may regain Its old-time 
prestige In ihe SlnJtlng district, two 
completion* were mode thl* week, while 
toward the Parmleysvllle district two 
strikes turned up. No completion will 
do over twenty-five barrels In the 
t’»M»per, Stubensvllle and Slickford sec¬ 
tions several rigs are In operation.

Ar¬ 
raignment* were made this week OJ>d 
locations will be picked out during the 
next few days. At one time Cumber* 
Lind county was tho center of the oil 
development Industry In lower Ken¬ 
tucky. but ilk© Knox county, the field 
k«t out because of the failure of Its 
oil-producing sands to com© up to ex¬ 
pectation* in lasting qualities. Several 
old wells oro si ill pumped, but no new 
drilling h*ts been done for several 
weeks. The Statwlard will probably 
drill Us fades deep. This concern has a 
l irg© acreage hi Cumberland and ad¬ 
joining counties. 

Some important test work was start¬ 
l'd this week In the country bordering 
tin* Kcntucky-Tmnesaee line. In th© 
ICik Valley region. Just uorosa the line 
In Campbell county. Tennessee, the firs» 
rig was located thla week, and several 
sehrthers will be drilled. There are 
strong jindlcaLion* of oil. several years 
ago two oiler* being drilled by Penn¬ 
ey 1 vans operators not far from the 
scone of tho present wild-cant ting. 

Knox and Whitley counties are turn¬ 
ing out several hundred barrels of oil 
weekly. The well* that are being op¬ 
erated in these counties are maintain¬ 
ing their former showing. No new 
drilling is now being undertaken in 
either county. 

In the upper Kentucky district*, com 
prising Wolfe, Ketill. Bath and Kowan 
counties, the only results for the i>.u«t 
week were obtained In Wolfe county, 
where three producer* resulted from 
tho wi*ok’* wc/rk. The Eastern 
Kentucky oil field, comprising Floyd 
and Knott <*uuntle 9 . Is a little quiet Just 
now. In all eleven counties where pro¬ 
duction is being gotten the 4 per cent, 
reduction in crude oil prices l* being 
more or less felt. 

In about twelvo Kentucky count lea 
not included In the oil field proper, 
S>rt*pc©Mng Is now being carried on. 
Holes are being drilled at random und 
this cIhos of work l* necessarily rather 
expensive and uncertain In results, but 
©very oil field ha* to have such a be¬ 
ginning. and tho untested seetkm* of 
Kentucky may reveal In the future 
more prolific pools of oil than have yet 
been found.

and advancement 

But the some old problem confronts | 
lh© American producer to-day, and In a| 
more threatening efa.pe than ever be¬ 
fore. And without the aid. assistance, 
resourrea nnd hearty co-operation of 
the big company It Is difficult to se© 
|how it Is going to be satisfactorily 
solved. With our foreign trade in dan¬ 
ger. because of competition abroad ami 
It he insensate attacks upon it at home. 
Ithe situation Is dally becoming more 
and more compllcatod. ond the outlook 
hppears far from eneourag'ng. While!

The Intoxicating effect of the Union and 
Southern Pacific dividends w«* highly 
contagion*.

Thus 
far they have l**en unexpectedly success¬ 
ful, very considerable amounts of stock* 
having already passed from stronger into 
weaker hand* Whether the public ha* 
been wts»* or not In entering the market 
nt the top and tnktruf storks which old 
and experienced holders dbl not want I* a 
qtifstlnn now beyond debate The public 
1» already In the market, and the univer¬ 
sal feeling In the street is that those in 
control Intend to carry the market still 
higher in order to facilitate continued dis¬ 
tribution. Tli* higher the level the great¬ 
er the danger of reaction, of court**; but 
In the present extravagant mood of op¬ 
timism such fai t* are not regurded. 

Th* chief obfttaci* to the present vigor¬ 
ous bull market 1* the monetary situation, 
faw-al bank re?f©rvgs ar»* very low and 
In no ahapo for carrying on a big con¬ 
tinuous bull campaign at thla level of 
prices. Some relief may be obtained by 
tha release of Government fund*, but Sec- 
rat ary Shaw is not likely to be In any 
particular burry to invite public orltlclsin 
by promoting the speculative movement 
In New Work. The only genuine n**l#t- 
anc© which the New York money market 
can find wilt be In gold imports. Unfor¬ 
tunately. however, non* of th© great Eu- 
n>pcttn finnnelai center* are In a position 
to part with any Important amount of the 
precious metal. In the middle of August 
the Bank of England held £37.000.0^0 gold, 
or only £5 A>,<k#j more than a year ago; 
the Rank of France held over £116.000,010. 
or t2.fWi.ofW leas than a year ego; th* 
Bank of Germany held over £54.000,(100 lit 
th© middle of August, or £8,000.000 more 
than last year. Taking the ten principal 
European brtfik# together, the total 
amount of gold hbld fiv them on th* date 
in question was £4d3.CO0.<toft. which was 
scarcely r^ual to their holding* of a year 
ago. nnd thl* In face of much increased 
demands from various source* There ha* 
been some talk of gold loiports from Ix>n- 
don. Exjiert* calculate that London can 
spare about £ i6,<Xto.<*n. but Arg<mUns. 
Egypt. India and other colonic* are In¬ 
sistent upon their demand* at lx>ndon, *0 
that at the outside not more than £3.«A- 
000 or £4,000.60Q of this amount Is expected 
to com© to New York. In case of emer¬ 
gency this sum might b© increased innie. 
what for th* simple reason that New York 
I* better ttbl.- and more willing to pay the 
higher rate than any other bidder, and. 
consequently, more likely to secure th* 
gold If wanted. The fast* chance of in- 
rrcAring our gold supply In drawing 
nrw production from Africa. Austria, th* 
Klondike and our own mine*. In this 
manner we may considerably add to our 
•tock 1 »f gold. In all probability we shall 
be shipping larg* quantities of cot¬ 
ton and grain. Our manufacturing ©x- 
ivorts nr© also Increasing, promising a 
favorable balance of trade. On the other 
hnnd. we ar© #t«*nd!ly Increasing our mer* 
rhundl*- Imports, and Europe, being lea# 
optimistic regarding American serurltle* 
than ourselves. Is quit© likely to Increase 
her Ml©" In proportion n» our market ad¬ 
vance*. Should we fa» obliged to purchase 
any considerable amount of American »*- 
curl tie* from Europe It would nmtcrloliy 
lessen our ability to command gold 

As to the future of lh© market, it Is ©vl- 
dentlv within the power of those In con¬ 
trol to carry It up lo a still higher level, 
and skillful tactics may bring sucres*. 
Just flow optimism 1# rampant, bearish 
factors are entirely Ignored, and the mar¬ 
ket Is stiffly keyed up to th© distributing 
point. In our opinion, whll* the oppor¬ 
tunities are tempting, tho situation I* a 
dnngorou# one Investor# wo practically 
out of the market. »nd speculative opera¬ 
tion# should only fa conducted with ex¬ 
treme car«» and ample margin*. 

Th* Pacific men In th* market f! don t 
mean In temperament, but tho#© asso¬ 
ciate.! with the Pacific roads! hav* for a 
fang time fiast worked the market in or¬ 
der to buy cheap, knowing their ability 
to originate a Mg factor by tncrea# ng 
dividends. Th© stimulating effect having 
faen accomplished, accumulation by th* 
same pnrtle* has censed, and they now 
occupy th© position of distributor* of their 
vast holdings at very rdmunerattvs prices 
nnd the public are Invited to partake of 
their generosity M y odvice. ho ^ rve ^ * 
to abstain from buying dear, and watt 
for the time when stock* 
cheap, after th© fashion of the Pacific 
men. Our futur© market will be a good 
trading on* for fluctuations, but It must 
fa quick In *nd out. llfa taking - 
hath In winter.

Northwest Outlook. 


There Is every Indication that the 
new crop marketings of the Northwest 
will be fairly liberal next week.

There are some reports of dis¬ 
appointing threshing coming irom Mtn- 
noapoiis, but th© general opinion

In the Northwest will be satisfactory. 
fiThe crop in Manitoba Is nearly all cut, 
and many of the farmers up there have 
•canted to thresh. 

it appears now' tbal the total crop 
In the Northwest will be but an aver- 
jage one at best. There h» a probability 
!h 3 A It will be a Uttie below the aver¬ 
age of ordinary spring wheat, and only 
’on average of bread and durum com¬ 
bined Reliable trade reports Indicate 
Htiiat. desp-te the Increased area seeded 
in the Canadian Northwest, the total 
yields will not greatly exceed last 
year's crop, when the conditions were 
almost perfect 

While indications point that the 
opring wheat raised on the Continent 
.this year will be only of fair volume, 
there nevertheless will be a big move- 
!*nent of It to the market for a time at 
least, provided the weather permits. It 
is this feature which Is now offering 
Che problem to the wheat traders. 

A crop expert who has studied the 
conditions in the Northwest says that 
last week was very favorable for the 
harvest, and that most of the wheat is 
cow In shock. Threshing haa started 
In many places In the Dakotas, and 
some fields threshed twenty-five bush¬ 
els to the acre, but many fields go be¬ 
low ten bushels to the acre. The durum, 
ho says, is running very good, from 
ten to twenty-five bushels to the acre, 
the believes the crop will grade about 
the same as last year. Most of the 
farmers lu that territory ate preparing 
U> hold their wheat for better prices, 
and as many have money In the bank 
they are prepared to hold the wheat 
until 1107. Some are building bins to 
hold the wheat, something that has not 
been done by the Dakota farmers at 
any previous season. Under such con¬ 
ditions. no big rush of the Northwest¬ 
ern crop Is looked for.

The Minneapolis flour output de¬ 
creased 50.000 barrels last week, but a 
big Increase Is predicted for next week, 
a>: the largest milling capacity will be 
In operation. The docrcnse In flour 
•ales 1* attributed to the decline In 
wheat quotations. On several days when 
wheat was strong sales were Urge. 
(This seems to sustain the belief that, 
with wheat showing strength and 
steadiness, buyers are siire to take 
flour. The Increased premium for spot 
wheat has made the miller hold the 
flour quotations without change, de¬ 
spite the decline in futures. The for¬ 
eign flour trade appears less favorable 
than usual At the close of the week, 
two flour mills were reported closing 
because of high premium* prevailing 
for wheat. 

Generous rains through the corn belt 
materially Improved the prospects for 
the crop tow*ard the close of the wt*5k, 
but little change as a whole was no¬ 
ticeable, when compared with the con¬ 
ditions a w'eek previous. The sale of a 
fair quantity by Cudahy had a decided¬ 
ly unsettling effect on the murket The 
heavy absorption of a!) offerings, how¬ 
ever. on the decline Indicated that the 
week's buying was fully as good ns the 
•eflllng. 

Country acceptances were moderate 
and largely of new «om for December 
■hipment The available supply of cash 
com hrre was small, shippers reporting 
that tney were unable to fill a cargo at 
any price. F:u*tern buyers, however, 
were not bidding the market up. Ar¬ 
gentine shipments for the week were 
about 1,000,000 bushels less thun tho«© 
of a year ugo. The weather continues 
hot throughout the corn belt, and there 
is every Indication of a largo yield. 

Firmness In the oats market has been 
lacking. What was heard of the ex¬ 
cellence of the crop In North Dakota 
and the Northwest generally had u 
bearish effect on the market. The week 
closed with .September quoted at 29V’. 
Speculators at the close of the week's 
bus! nee* made a raid on the market by 
selling more than they could absorb. 
This caused many to unload their hold¬ 
ings. The crop, when token In the ;ig- 
gregate. is not as short as was estl- 
mattcl severri l weeks ugo.

Th* bull movement which marked th* cha- 
lng of yesterday 1 ■ stock market was resumed 
at to-day's opening when Union Pacific and 
fknrth«m Paciflo continued tbetr advances to 
new high nacords. Th* real features of th* 
day. however, were Bt. Paul and Atchison. Tha 
buying of these Issues was regarded as most 
tatpcesslva The early movement osnbrofod 
United fitatra Btegl ootnmon. which touchM 
th* highest price* since 19©1, th# Hill tssuax. 
Reading, New Ycqdt Central snd Smelling 
Opening seviee of Union Paciflo agrogatrd 20.rK» 
•hare*. Southern I*ac4flo 5.000 shores. St- Paul 
10,000 Shares and 6t*»l 7.500 stwros Th* mar¬ 
ket aJmrst lmmediatelr reacted, though dt. 
Paul and Atchison more than held thslr 
ground. There was no news to acoount for th® 
rapid rise of fit Paul other than th* rumor 
everywhere beard during tha fast few day* of 
baying <g th* slock for Southern Paciflo tar 
Harrl man Interests. Atchison'* rise was as¬ 
cribed to th* belief Chat th* stock ts to be 
placed on a 6 per cam. dividend basts. Th* *x- 
oRed opening was followed by profit-taking 
and th* market relapsed before the end of tb* 
first hour. A trssh spurt in Bt. Paul and Atch¬ 
ison. which seal these stocks higher than be¬ 
fore. brought a renewal of tb* «arly activity. 
Apparently no thought was given to the bank 
statement until shortly before K* tasuanc*. 
when some apprehension was reflect«*i in the 
market’* hesitating tons. These fears wen 
gTVHindi«as, however, inasmuch os tha state¬ 
ment was tn most essential* favorable. Loans 
• bowed only a nominal Increase, oonsiderlng 
the volume of the week's business, while the 
cash loss was leas than half the amount con¬ 
servatively estimate!. To be sure, tha reserves 
vers reduced to less than $4,300,009 as against 
99,OOtXOO> for tha corresp o nding week last per, 
over $37.000,0rt> in 1904 tend more titan 9*>.O0O.- 
000 tn 1908. The showing for 1904 ts hardly a 
fair criterion, as the banks then held ths 
money paid by the Government for the Pan¬ 
ama canal. 

The market made a general recovery after 
th* publication of tho statement, fit. Paul and 
Atchison again leading tha list. Heavy profit- 
taking set tn and th* market, whil* closing 
extremely active, showed general recessions 
from tb* top. Union Pacific making a net de¬ 
cline. Th* net gains in 8L Paul and Atchison 
wee* 6% and 2^ points, respectively. Prac¬ 
tically tbe entire active list shows material 
gains for th* week. 

A succession of interesting events combined 
to make the week on* of the most memorable 
In tha rooent history of Wall street. The Her- 
rimon 'affair" was still the most fruttful top. 
k of discussion and criticism ocmttnued to deal 
unsparingly with the perpetrators of the now 
famous ooup. The volume of business for ths 
week, th* flrat day alon* approximating 3.000.- 
000 shore*, was itself on extraordinary feat¬ 
ure. On bug* transaction* ths Paciflo* moved 
to Qew high records and aside from money 
conditions th* ouors* of these stocks wa* th* 
governing factor. Of oours*. opinions differed 
as to th* amount of stock mark**! by th* in¬ 
siders. but the irregular course of both Union 
Pacific and Southern Paciflo prior to ths new 
movement later In tha week suggested th* 
thought that these same tns>d«ra were quit* 
content to let prior* sag. Bitter as is th* feel¬ 
ing against the controlling interests In tbs Pa. 
rifle*, unprejudiced students of values do out 
deny that tho dividends named war* largely 
JustiAM by tho financial exhibits which (re¬ 
coded thorn. 

Rumor was busy with talk of Increased divi¬ 
dends to other high grad* Issues, particularly 
Lmlsvllle and Nashrili* and Atchison. The 
strength of Oreat Northern preferred served s* 
an excuse to revive rumors of a transfer of 
th* Hill or* lands in th* Northwest to the 
United 8tat*o» Btorl corporation with resultant 
valuable benefls to bolder* of h* BUI securl- 
ties. Incidentally tha strength of United States 
t?r*ei oummon. which sold at th* highest pries 
nwhed In four years, called attention to th* 
cvsitltiued preterity of th* stool and iron In. 
dustry and led to the perhaps too hasty con¬ 
clusion that Bt*w4 common dividends, only re¬ 
cently resumed, would sro long t» placed on 
their original basis. The copper Musrcs were a 
frotttr*. thetr strength reflecting the reports 
erf excellent trade oondttlons and pcvslbltlty of 
increased dividends. Advices as lo tb® output 
j.^.k from practically all sections wrre poMUr*.

LIFE IN JAIL. 


FELLOW PRISONER PREVENTS 
ACT SECOND TIME. 


THINKS PAPER IS MONEY. 


Taking fr.’r his text, *‘I have learned, 
in whatsoever state 1 am, therewith 
to be content." the Rev. G. C. Cromer, 
of the Third English Lutheran church, 
preached a sermon yesterday morning 
on the subject, "Comfcrt for the Over¬ 
worked Thrnng Who Got No Vacation 
This Summer." 

Speaking of Kentucky as the most 
beautiful of all places, the Rev. Mr. 
Cromer urged those members of the 
congregation who failed to get a vaca¬ 
tion not to be discontented with their 
lot. 

"We have beauties of scenery that 
surpass any works of art." he said. "I 
have seen the best works of art in the 
museums at Athens and Cairo, and the 
be*t paintings and tapestries In the 
It Allan gaUerle*. the French galleries, 
the English galleries, and the American 
galleries; but I never saw tyiy work of 
art so beautiful ns a golden sunset be¬ 
hind the beautiful hills of Kentucky. 

"If you want to behold a scene as 
beautiful as Alpine glorUuc, climb to the 
top of Kolb’s hill and look up and down 
the shining surface of the great Ohio 
iher and rest your eyes upon the for¬ 
est-covered hills of Indiana, and the 
bluegrnss of Kentucky.

Have Enough Here. 


Jacob Blachoff. the convicted wife 
murderer, who Is In the Jefferson coun¬ 
ty Juil awaiting the decision of 4he 
Court of Appeals, is said to have at¬ 
tempted suicide for the second time 
Saturday night, whim he tried to set 
himself afire. Several other prisoners 
In the same tier wfoo had nut bem lock¬ 
ed in their cells for |he night noticed 
the smoke and extinguished the flames 
In time to prevent his doing serious 
Injury to hlmsdlf- 

BUchoff sits In his cell during the 
whole diy and holds no communication 
with the other prisoners. One of the 
prisoners Is supposed to have dropped 
a match uh hr p i^scd the cell. BlschofT 
probably noticed It. waited until the 
man was gone and then he took it Into 
his cell Ue bided his time and. think¬ 
ing that the others were locked in their 
cells, lighted the match and applied the 
flame to lil.* bed clothing. He did not 
wait long enough, however, and Ed¬ 
ward Joseph, one of the prisoners, 
noticed the odor of the burning ticking. 

Joseph has been appointed to look 
after BlschofT and. fearing tnat Bisehoff 
again was trying to do away with him¬ 
self, ran to his cell and extinguished 
the flames, which were- gaining head¬ 
way. BlschofT was standing before me 
ticking quietly watching It burn. It Is 
the belu f of the other prisoners tnat 
lie would have tnrown himself upon tne 
flames In an effort Co kill hlinself had 
he not been stopped In time 
„ sFe venal days ago BlschofT tried lo 
hang hhgseli. but the rope was dis¬ 
covered Ty Joseph and torn down Just 
us Bisehoff, according to Joseph, was 
preparing to us** It. The rope was 
made of cloihtng and bed ticking, which 
BlschofT had torn to shreds. Since 
that time the prisoners have kept him 
under watch. He was taken from cell 
No. 16 and placed in cell No. 1. before 
which the prisoners congregate. In or¬ 
der that he mignt be watched more 
closely. He showed signs of Improve¬ 
ment. and he was placed In his oil 
cell again, where he nearly outwitted 
Lie guards. 

• • • 

Counts Imaginary Money. 

BlschofT labors under the delusion 
that he has a large sum of money, 
lie sits in his cell much of the day 
with his head bowed upon his breast, 
and counts a roll of pieces of paper, 
which he call 3 rojney. At times he 
makes motions ms If he were adding 
and subtracting sums of money In an 
imaginary bank book. At night he 
keeps tiip prisoners aw'ake by moaning 
and crying for Ids daughter. 

"Eitzj. * .he cries, 'where are you?" 
And .it times he Is lit’arJ to call Buck." 
who probably* was a friend. He often 
climbs upon tha bars of the door in 
his eeU ond trawls to pen t*ie floor as 
If searching for his money. The pris¬ 
oners beMcve that h*« has h sum of 
money hidden away that he Is broollng 
over. 

"i'll pay yau to-morrow." he often 
•udlcnly says to a prisoner. Twi^e 
a day he D uktn out of his cell by- 
force and tiiilkeri up and down the 
tier, and c:r< 4 week he Is token to 
the hath-room and scrubbed. His 
besird la Inn* and v iml;empt. and lx oc¬ 
casionally ct; by Joseph, hla attend¬ 
ant. who |s the only prisoner that he 
alh’ivs to come n ir him. 

Bisehoff Is vlaited dally by friends, 
but to nene cf lh*ni does he give the 
least sign Of recognition. The crime 
which he la convicted of was the mur¬ 
der »f his wife, who was shot to death 
at Clay and Chestnut streets several 
y«m* ago. His «• a so was taken to the 
Court of Appeals, where a derision Is 
expected in a few weeks. It is said 
that hla *(V<: pis to take his life have 
been caused by th' Tear that the case 
will Ik? decided ngalnsi him.

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"This Is God's country and. after 
touring extensively among the world- 
renowned sections of Asia. Africa and 
Europe, I declare that we have just as 
beautiful a country as lies beneath the 
sun.

The Rev Mr. Cromer then spoke of 
the temptations of summer resorts and 
the failure of change of place to give 
contentment. 

‘The summer resorts are breeders of 
crime," he continued. "Let young men 
nnd w-onien get away from home an! 
Join a mingled throng such as gathers 
at these places nnd they will be led 
Into many and serious temptation*. The 
seashore ‘engagements* and marriage!, 
at first sight’ and ‘romantic elopements' 
associated with summer outings aro 
proverbial. Furthermore, change of 
place dt*es not give solace of soul or 
the contentment of spirit urged by th* 4 
upnstle. Here Is a man who has lost 
a little child by death. H© has money 
ami determines to leave home and take 
a vacation tour In order to drown his 
sorrows. He goes to the extreme cor¬ 
ners of the earth, hut the vision of that 
fair face haunts him. He revels In 
Swiss scenery, but from every snow¬ 
capped Alp and every mirror lake he 
sees reflected the Image of his child. 
Ho emeses the great sea and down In 
Egypt he survey* the splendor of the 
pyramids, but all along the desert he 
secs the footprint of his child In the 
sand. No. you cannot get away from 
trouble by travel. Be content with your 
lot. 

"It Is not the work that wears you 
out. It Is ihe worry. It Is sin. Paul 
said he could do all things through 
Christ." •

Prof. E. H. Mark Has No Kind 

Words For “Fonetick” Spelling 

Says No One Has Suggested Practical Method of Putting 
System Into Use. 


Prof. E. H. Mark does not like "fonet¬ 
ick" spelling. He said so last night. 
Prof. Mark was asked about the spell. 
Ing of the word "phonetic." He said 
thnt If the advocate* of reform spelling 
wish to appear really sincere In their 
advocacy they would do well to spell 
the word "fonetick." 

^he most potent argument against 
the use of "fonetick" spelling in Prof. 
Mark's opinion, is the wide-spread 
changes Its use would make nect s^ary. 

"How con one teach children to spell 
•foneticknlly* when their text-books ore 
all printed In the good old way. to say 
nothing of newspapers?" said Prof. 
Mark. 

Prof Mark said that the question of 


spelling reform had come up before the 
National Educational Association many 
times In Ihe past, hut no one ever had 
been able to tell how the reform could 
be accomplished without putting all ex¬ 
isting literature out of commission. 
Children who have completed several 
years In school would be compelled to 
return to the kindergarten In order to 
master the intricacies of the new meth¬ 
od, which In the language of a Louis¬ 
ville scholar who refused to be quoted, 
"looks on paper something like a hobo 
looks BUUidtng by the back gate." 

Prof. Mark Is strongly opposed to the 
method, and declined to discuss It at 
length. The determination of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt to take up the system 
has not caused much serious discus¬ 
sion among the educators of Louisville.
